A PLEA FOR 
HARMONY. 


Aug. 30. 


Qvire the most important piece 
of news from Peking that has been 
received during the past week is 
the announcement of the amalga- 
mation of the Tungménghui and 
five other political parties into one 
great body, Kuomintang or 
Nationalist party. That move- 
ment, rumours of which have been| 
current for some time, had prob- 
ably been hanging fire for want of 
a leader and a policy. By the vi- 
sit of Dr. Sun Yat-sen to Peking 
it would appear to have gained 
both. For not only has the ex- 
President been elected, by an 
overwhelming preponderance of 
votes, to the Committee of man- 
agement, but as the result of his 
conversations with Yuan Sbih-kai| 
the great principle has been enun- 
ciated that harmony between the 
Central Government and the pro- 
vincial authorities is the first es- 
sentiul for the stability of the Re- 
public. To a large party, animat- 
ed by motives of true patriotism, 
and possessing an influence ex- 
tending far beyond the confines of 
Peking, great opportunity is 
now presented for a work of true 
statesmanship. All the conditions 
are in its favour. The country 
as a whole is ripe for a return to 
settled conditions. The Govern- 
ments of individual provinces are, 
in almost every instance, earnest- 
ly attempting to carry out that 
one great wish of the peo- 
ple. But if those efforts 
are to succeed, as fully and 
as speedily as they well might, 
there is urgent need of an inspir- 
ing lead from Peking. The deli- 
berations of the National Council 
must, above all, be practical. Its 
members must understand, that in 
establishing a Republican govern- 











‘of constitutional development are 
of less immediate importance than 
the less attractive work of practi- 
cal administration. 

‘The two great questions at pre- 
sent demanding a decision are, of 
course, the conclusion of a foreign 
Joan and the disbandment of 
troops. In each case the effort to 
secure tangible progress must be 
mude simultaneously at Peking 
aud in the provinces. In the face 
‘of the steadily increasing need of 
money the Central Government 
can hardly do otherwise than ad- 
mit the necessity of acceding to 
the not unreasonable terms insist- 
ed upon by the bankers. And if 
the new declaration of the impor- 
tance of harmony means anything 
atall, it means that the provinces 
will lend active support to this 
policy of recognition of the first 
need of the time. More speedy 
provision for the disbandment of 
troops depends upon the posses- 
sion of the necessary money for 
their payment. But here again, 
assuming that the money will be 
obtained, the willing  coopera- 
tion of the provinces is re- 
quired, if the disbandment is 
not to involve danger to the 
prospect of peace and order in 
the country. With the decentrali- 
zation of authoritative control—as 
distinct from practically indepen- 
dent control—which should be the 
first result of mutual confidence, 
provincial authorities would have 
a new duty to perform. After the 
troops had been paid off and sent 
back to their homes, it would re- 
main for the provincial Govern- 
ments to exercise some supervision 
over their movements and to faci- 
litate their efforts to obtain em- 
ployment. A good harvest is by 
no means a bad advertisement for 
those agricultural pursuits which 
provided a livelibood for the ma- 
jority of China’s republican army 
up to last October, and of this, 
happily, there is every prospect. 
Only organization is required to 
prevent the squandering of mili- 
tary gratuities and the disastrous 
results of idleness, and to substi- 
tute conditions under which the 
return of the soldier to civil life 
would be attended with fair pros- 
pects of a decent livelihood. As 
an incentive to highly neces- 
sary action in this direction, it 
may be pointed out that upon the 
conduct of the troops on their re- 
turn will depend very largely the 
opinion of the people at large as 











because public opinion in the coun- 
try has recently received a some- 
what severe shock to preconceived 
notions of the meaning of the new 
régime. The summary execution 
of the two generals in Peking has 
so far been justified that it has, ap- 
parently, enabled the President 
to ward off what might have been 
a very dangerous rising. But 
nothing has yet come to light to 
‘indicate that it was in accordance 
ith the principles which, accord- 
ing to its most whole-hearted ad- 
vocates, were to animate the new 
Republic. Even now, when the 
crisis is presumably past, the Pre- 
sident dare not, apparently, make 
public the whole history of the in- 
vestigations which led up to Gen- 
eral Li’s request. The recent out- 
break at Tungchow may well have 
been an off-shoot of the contem- 
plated rising. That, at least, ap- 
pears to be a view of a section of 
the native Press, which is also 
responsible for the statement that 
“‘sedition is being spread amongst 
the troops in many a province, es- 
pecially in Hupeh and Hunan."

But at the present time, in so far 
as China needs an army at all, she 
needs one which will be definitely 
on the side of law and order; and 
that attitude, assuredly, is not 
generally assumed by men who, 
ith little work and less pay, have 
temptation to become mere 
soldiers of fortune. The bulk of 
the troops are already idling; and 
the quieter the country becomes, 
the less need will there be for the 
maintenance of forces to preserve 
that order which they themselves 
have been, only too often, the first 
to interrupt. Nor will force of 
arms, apparently, serve to in- 
duce’ Tibet or Mongolia to 
take the places assigned to them 
in the fraternity of the five na- 
tions. It isto be hoped, therefore, 
that Dr. Sun and those who think 
with him realize the true content 
of their plea for harmony; that 
they will place upon the interpre- 
tation of their words in action no 
hampering restrictions; and that 
all parties and all provinces will 
cooperate with the Central Gov- 
ernment in respect of those mat- 
ters which imperatively demand 
immediate and united effort.

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THE POSITION IN 
TIBET. 


Aug. 28. 


‘It would be easy to draw alto- 
gether too optimistic conclusions 
from the report that peace has 
been concluded at Lhasa, and 
that the Chinese troops are pre- 
paring to leave the country. For 
‘one thing, account must be taken 
of the Chinese forces now advanc- 
ing under the command of Gen- 
eral Chang Hsun. Their difficul- 
ties must inevitably be enormous. 
‘A powerful mounted force, armed 
‘with modern rifles, is operating 
in Eastern Tibet with the express 
purpose of opposing the advance 
of a relief force from China. 
The only course open would 
appear to be an ignomin- 
ious and dangerous retreat, invol- 
ving serious loss of face and a 
practical admission of the inabil- 
ity of China to maintain her 
sovereignty. Such an admission 
compares strangely with those 
statutes and regulations regarding 
the position of Tibet which have 
resulted from the solemn deliber- 
ations of the National Council. 
But the virtual surrender of their 
arms by the Chinese garrison in 
Lhasa, to which * sf 





affords striking evidence of the 
enthusiastic and — widespread 
nature of the Tibetan revolt from 
Chinese authority. This actual 
event was predicted a month 
ago by our Tachienlu correspon- 
dent, who pointed out that all 
Chinese garrisons in Central and 
Eastern Tibet, were in a precisely 
similar plight. Deprived of their 
‘own rations and compelled to 
live on the food of the country, a 
taste for which is somewhat dif- 
ficult to acquire, they have been 
bartering their weapons _ for 
money which they could obtain in 
no other way, and have thus 
actually furnished the means for 
their own probable destruction. 
It is interesting to note that as 
regards the extent of this enthus- 
iasm for independence some dif- 
ference of opinion exists. The 
retieat of the Dalai Lama from 
Lhasa and his cautious return 
from Kalimpong have been ex- 
plained in more ways than one. 
“The Times” expressed the 
view that ‘he was ignorant of the 
course of events in Eastern Tibet, 
and that Lhasa had sometl 
to fear from pro-Chinese ten 
cies in that quarter. The ‘* Eng- 
lishman” tells the story of h

Tuna he halted, to wait for an 
armed escort from Lhasa, within 
a few miles of the spot 
where, during the expedition 
of 1904, the Tibetans first 
learnt the lesson that Bri- 
tish. demands had got to be 
taken seriously. His demand for 
an escort from this place onwards 
sheds valuable light on the domes- 
tic policy of the country. The’ 
Gyantze Valley is the headquar- 
ters of the Red Hat party, who 
in their thousands at the great 
Tashi Lumpo monastery have 
grouped themselves around the 
harmless and amiable person of 
the Tashi Lama. The Dalai 
Lama's supporters are the Yel- 
low Hats, and between the two 
bodies religious differences, which 
are the essence of politics in 
Tibet, are bitter in the extreme. 
In addition to possible danger 
from the Red Hats, the Dalai 
Lama had in front of him gorges! 
peopled by brigands who would 
have but little respect for his 
spiritual ascendancy. His entry 
into Lhasa would be further op- 
posed by the pro-Chinese abbot of 
ra and the friends of the greatly 
respected Te Rimpoche or Pre- 
sident of the Council, whom the 
Dalai Lama permitted to die in 
prison. Thus the return of the 
Dalai Lama to Lhasa would ap- 
pear to be no less adventurous 
than other peregrinations of that 
extraordinary potentate. 

Our correspondent, however, 
takes a different view of the 
inner meaning of this leisurely 
progress. In his opinion the 
Dalai Lama's irresolution is ‘a 
minute part of a great preconcert- 
ed movement for the regaining 
of Tibet and if possible, the ex- 
ition of the Chinese gar- 

If that be the 
case, the omens certainly appear 
to be favourable to the success of 
the scheme. Hsiangch’eng and 
Litang have fallen, and the ex- 
termination of other garrisons can 
only be a question of time. For 
it is to be feared that great faith 
cannot be placed in the agree- 
ment at Lhasa. At the time of 
Col. Younghusband’s expedition, 
the necessity of dealing direct 
with the Dalai Lama, not with 
subordinate officials, was always 
cmphasized in that ommission- 
er’s reports, and there is no rea- 
son to suppose that the same neces- 
sity does not exist to-day. From 
every point of view the Chinese 
are in an extremely awkward 
position. Few people __ will 
be misled by the  sugges- 
tion of British interference 
with the operations of the relief 
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foree. A glance at the map, apart 
from any argument as to the 
policy of the British Government, 
is, a8 our Peking correspondent 
has pointed out, sufficient to dis- 
pose of that contention. But it 
is interesting to note that Chinese 
traders are remaining at Lhasa. 
The Tibetans probably have ex- 
cellent reasons for wishing to be 
rid of the Chinese official, and the 
disappearance of the Amban is 
the development next to be 
expected. By refraining from 
the exclusion of the Chinese 
merchant they —_ will _ place 
their new-found independenge 
on a sound and reasonable 
footing. For it is to independence 
that the present ‘‘ peace" in 
Tibet may fairly be said to 
amount, however inconvenient 
the fact may be to the authorities 
in Peking. 





THE CONVERSION OF 
CANTON. 


Aug. 26. 

Tue latest reports received 
from Kuangtung indicate that 
considerable progress has been 
made in the conversion of the pro- 
vince to a condition of law and 
order. When Mr. Hu Han-ming 
became Governor-General of 
that province and his predecessor, 
Chan Kwing-ming, consented to 
return to Canton and take charce 
of military affairs, a régime of 
‘severe repression was anticipated. 
This expectation has been ful- 
filled, and, while Kuangtung has 
by no means settled all her dif- 
ficulties or become a garden of 
peace, strong hands are evolving 
order out of chaos, “The one 
word that adequately describes 
the character of the rule that has 
recently been in vogue is seve- 
rity"’ writes our correspondent. 
The plan adopted was to secure 
first the maintenance of order in 
the cities and then gradually to 
extend control to the outlying dis- 
tricts. Such a policy has led to 
considerable decentralization of 
authority, and while there can 
be no question that men and wo- 
men have been ruthlessly execut- 
ed in large numbers, the state- 
ment that junior officers exceeded 
their orders in many instances and 
that newly-appointed _ officials 
usurped authority, must be given 
credence in the circumstances. 
But there can be no doubt that 
stern repression in high quarters 
encouraged young hot-heads to 
act in a manner which, in almost 
any other country, would have 
resulted in the most terrible re- 
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prisals on the part of the masses.

‘Treasury was in urgent need of 
funds ond reminding him of the 
duty the province owed to the 
Central Government and of the 
Promises made in the immediate 
Past, that the local authorities 
needed all available funds for their 
own use. The reforms that are 
being undertaken certainly call 
for larger funds than Canton is 
able to raise without outside loans, 
and if Peking is to receive any 
help at present it will have to be 
in the form of a special fund 
raised by wealthy merchants. 
Money is so tight in the south 
that it has been proposed to raise 
a loan of $30,000,000, to be re- 
paid in ten years, on the Canton-| 
Hankow Railway and to found a 
Railway Bank which will provide 
the Government with funds for 
administrative purposes. Tt is 
stipulated that the banie shall: take 
charge of the Kuangtung Govern- 
ment Treasury for a period of ten 
years, atthe end of which period 


rose simultaneously 
against the proposal and fought 
the question to the bitter end in 
order to retain control of the local 
railway in their own hands.

At present it is not pos- 
sible to do more than speculate as) 
to the means by which the au- 
thorities in Kuangtung will meet 
the expense of establishing’ 
compulsory education, a new pri- 
‘son system, and the reform of the 
army and navy, fo mention no 
more of the many praiseworthy 
schemes that are mooted. The 
important question of improving 
and making the army more effi- 
cient has been before the authori- 
ties for some time, and two offi- 
cials have recently been sent. to| 
Japan to report upon the arms 
and ammunition in use in the! 
Japanese army end navy. It is 
also stated that inquiries will be 








made still further afield. How- 
ever true this may be, it is certain 
that a whole-hearted attempt is 
fo be made to organize, train and 
arm the Kuangtung military and 
naval forces better than they are 
at present. Huge strides have 
been made already, but much yet 
remains to be done. But ‘all 
roads at present lead to the pro- 
blem of finance. .

PROGRESS 
IN AVIATION. 
Aug. 28, 


‘Tas announcement made yes- 
terday in our telegrams that the 
British battleships provided for in 
the building programme for the 
current year will be fitted with 
curved armoured upper decks and 
funnel protection against airships, 
emphasizes the progress that has 
been made in aviation since that 
building programme was drawn 
up. A few months ago, when the 
King commanded the fleet man- 
oeuvres in the English Channel, 
battleships were fitted with start 

g platforms for aeroplanes, spe- 
tial provision was made for 
hydroueroplanes, and, though no 
safe method of descending on a 
man-of-war had been invented, 
the hydroueroplanes having to be 
led on board while the aero- 
planes dropped their messages and 
then flew away, yet the work done 
caused astonishment even in 
Europe. This triumph has been 
followed by exhibitions by army 
aviators on Salisbury Plain which

in the world. Farther afield we 
find that in France great strides 
have been taken in this science, 


while Germany figures more con- 








spicuously in  dirigible balloon 
work, the recent successes of the

He says: ‘‘As the sero- 
naut reaches the higher sltitudes 
to which he can attain—and he 
has then pierced through only the 
lower layers of the atmosphere— 
the sky becomes of a deeper blue 
and the sun appears like a glaring, 
bright dise on a dark background.

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ACCIDENTS 
ON THE HUANGPU. 


U. 8S. TRANSPORT SUNK. 

In the way of shipping casualices 
in these waters nothing more start- 
ling bas happened for months than 
what occurred on the Huangpu late 
on Sunday night, when the U. 8. 
transport Liscum filled with water 
‘and sank close to the wharf where 
she was tied up. The news of the 
mishap was not generally known 
until yesterday morning, but it! 
spread with rapidity during the day 
and many proceeded to the spot to 
see her funnel and the top of her 
upper deck works showing above 
the surface. At present nothing is 
known as to how she came to sink, 
and this cannot be solved until she 
has been raised and an examination’ 
made. 

The spot ut which the accident oc- 
curred was immediately outside the 
Old Dock. The Liscum came to 
Shanghai from the Philippines two 
or three weeks ago to be repaired, 
the contract for the work having 
been secured by the Shanghai Dock 
& Engineering Co. Ld., Since her'| 
arrival she had been in their hands, 
but as the Liscum is @ rather old 
ship, additional defects were dis- 
covered in the course of the repairs, 
and before dealing with these it was 
necessary to ask for instructions 
from the authorities in the Philip- 
pines. Whilst awaitng these ins- 
tructions the Liscum was moored at 
the jetty of the Old Dock. 

Aboard her on Sunday night were 
two of her own watchmen, and 
their story is that shortly before 
half-past ten o’clock they perceived 
that the Liscum was fillit She 
then proceeded to sink lly and 
within about a quarter of an hour 
of the time the first signs were ob- 
served she was submerged. In the 
meantime the watchmen had been 
able to ensure their own safety by 
stepping on to the wharf, before the 
vessel heeled over too much to pre- 
vent thi She was lying with her 
bow pointing up river, and as she 
sank she canted out into the stream. 
Fortunately no damage had been 
done to the jetty when she sank, 
and she remains held by the moor- 
ing ropes. As she lies, she is right 
across the entrance to the drydock 
here, where a Japanese river gun- 
boat is being repaired. 

In view of the rapidity with 
which she sank and the absence of 
any clue as to the cause, it is 
impossible to obtain any  the- 
ory to account for the accident, and, 
as already stated, it will hardly be 
possible to do so until she has been 
raised. It is understood that this 
work will be taken in hand 
immediately, although it is too 
early to state in what time the work; 
ean be accomplished.

The general interest of the Is- 
land of Hainan may excuse its ap- 
pearing under the above generic 
title—Ed, 





The Island of Hainan is a sort of 
@ step-daughter of China, lying 
just within the tropics and on the 
steamer route from Hongkong to 
Pakhoi and Haiphong. Ships an- 
chor about five miles out from Hoi- 
how, whose harbour is » most un- 
inviting one. 

The Hainanese used to say, 
“Hainan lies beyond the sea; what 
do we know of the rest of the 
world?” But for fear that young 
people should grow proud in their 
insular ignorance, old men who had 
been to Canton to the examinations 
used to say, “The world is as big as 
@ horse; Hainan is as big as the 
sole of one of the horse’s feet.” 

‘Hainan is only the size of a 
grain of rice,” exclaimed one old 
man when looking for the first time 
ata map of the world. 

In recent years, frequent steamers, 
cable connexion’ with Hongkong, 
wireless communication with the 
mainland cross the strait, and 
perhaps still more, the hundreds of 
coolies who leave Hainan annually 
and return with or without having 
made their fortunes, have introduc- 
ed a knowledge of iands that lie 
across the waters. It is not an 
uncommon experience down country 
to meet men who speak good 
English fluently, they having been’ 
to England, ‘America, or to 
Australia, ‘The great majority of 
Hainanese go to Singapore and to 
the East Indies, where they are 
house boys, or work in the tin 
mines, or on the plantations in the] 
jungle. 

The northern half of Hainan is 
comparatively level with only an 
occasional hill; the southern half is 
mountainous, ‘the Five Finger 
Mountains being the most famous; 
of which the people think that 
spirits guard the top so that it is 
impossible to climb them. 


A Miniature Babel. 

Hainan’s population is an interest- 
ing conglomeration of peoples. We 
seem to have @ show-room in which 
are samples of all sorts of Chinese 
from the mainland. There are 
first the aborigines called Lois, who| 
are thought to be of the Tai race 
of the Laos and of Indo-China. 
Their numerous tribes have never 
submitted to Chinese rule; they 
wore their long hai tied up in a| 
knot on the forehead when queues 
were compulsory, and they have not 



































changed th 
now, though all China has beco:re 
queueless. 

Then there ure tn migratory 
Miau-tze, who burn the splendid 
mahogany and rosewood forests 


from the hills of the interior in or- 
der to raise a few crops of upland 
rice and sweet potatoes, and when 
the soil is exhausted, burn off an- 
other hill. 

Several tribes of “Tame Lois” oc- 
cupy the stony region in the vicinity, 
of the “Hummocks” and along tho 
north-west coast. These have adopt- 
ed most of the customs of the Chi- 
nese except foot-binding, but they 
retain their own languages. 

A large colony of Hakkas, refugees 
from the mainland, are settled in the 
vieinity of Nodoa, and there are 
smaller colonies scattered through 
the Island. Mohammedans occupy 
one village near Sama in the south. 
The district cities of Ngaitsiu and 
of Damtsiu are mandarin-speaking, 
as is also the market of Nodoa. 

Cantonese merchants are numer- 
ous in Hoihow and in some of the 
interior towns, while the boat po- 
pulation of Hoihow and of Samakan 
and other towns in the south are 
identical with the sampan people of 
Canton,anci Hongkong., Kiangsi inn- 
keepers, Hunan soldiers, and wheel- 
barrow men from the neighbouring 
peninsula, and their descendants re- 
tain some of their distinctive brogue 
in speech. One also sees the flat 
nose and curly hair of the Malay 
type in the children of Hninanese 
men who have brought home Malay 
wives. But the bulk of the Hainan- 
ese population are descendants of 
emigrants from Fokien Province. 

The Hainanese are a quiet peace- 
loving people and but for fights be- 
tween different nation 
might term those whose lang- 
uage is mutally unknown, the coun- 
try is at ordinary times at peace, 
except for the ever present danger 
from pirates who attack towns along 
the coast and even go inland a dis- 
tance of ten or twenty miles. 

The most progressive and prosper- 
ous districts of Hainan are in the) 
north and east, while the most des- 
olate is in the southwest; it is said 
that a certain magistrate of Kamun 
District boldly offended a superior 
official, hoping to be degraded to 
some other post, as he thought no 
position could be worse than the 
one he was then occupying. 

‘Hard Roads and Easy. 

Railways and steam launches have 
not made their appearance in this 
Arcadian land. We have not even 
house-boats :* wagon ds, the 
road from Hoihow to Kiungehow, 
three miles in length, is the only 
‘one on which a carriage might be 
used.

stony hills, along slippery divisions 
betwen rice fields, and through the 
sticky red mud of the uplands, with 
only few good bridges and an oc- 
casional ferry, leaving the horse 
back traveller to swim swollen 
streams and run the risk of being 
mired in places where a single cocoa- 
nut log or three betel-nut poles are 
the only bridge across a deep irrig- 
ating ditch. 

Good resolutions for improving 
roads have a way of failing to be 
carried out, as the following story 
told by coolies crossing # eteep 
rocky hill illustratss. Two chair- 
coolies toiling over this hill agreed 
that if either of them were ever 
favoured by fortune he would 
make that road smooth. It happen- 
ed in the course of time that one of 
these coolies became wealthy aad 
was crossing this hill in a chair vith 
his former partner as one of his vear- 
ers. The latter claimed the fulfil- 
ment of the agreement of long ago, 
to which the now wealthy occupant 
of the chair replied, “My road over 
tf is hill ix smooth.” 

«The All-important Market. 

Trading in Hainan is carried on in 
market towns, of which one of the 
thirteen districts has over sixty; 
ther districts have thirty or twenty, 
or even but one or two, Most of 
these markets meet on alternate 
days; on the off-market day the 
towns are as quiet as villages, or 
even more so, for village dogs seem 
to know what they are kept for. 

Kutsiu is the Queen that regulates 
the other markets of the northern 
half of the Island; a town is 
spoken of as having market on the 
same day as or on the alternate day 
with Kutsiu. River boats leave 
Hoihow one day in four to take pas- 
sengers and goods to Kutsiu, @ 
trip which consumes two nights and 
aday. With a favourable wind the 
boats hoist “sails made of meeting 
or flour sacking. otherwise, they 
are pushed, pulled, or poled up 
stream, 

In planning a trip. into the inter- 
ior of Hainan, one of the first things 
to be ascertained is when is Kutsiu 
boat day, for tht is the proper day 
on which to start in order to be in 
line with the market towns. Ven- 
dors of oranges from Hoihow, cloth 
merchants from Vunsio, itinerant 
tinkers, fortune-tellers, colporteurs, 












































and even the Western traveller, all 
find it to their interest to start on 
the day that will bring them to the 
market towns on market day, other- 
wise goods cannot be disposed of, 
nor can food be obtained. Our mail 
comes down country once in four 
days, having started on the Kutsiu 
boats. 
Delicacies of Hainan. 
While one market is very like 





‘every other market in the general 
line of produce sold, as well as in 
its filth and lack of attractiveness, 
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yet there are certain products which 
‘are best bought in certain places. 
Buy foreign goods in Hoihow, carv- 
ed cocoa-nut shell and beautiful sil- 
ver enamelled ware in Kiungchow; 
go to Liakhs for sucking pigs, to 
Boulongia for cows, to Vangtsiu for 
edible birds’ nests, to Lismui, Nam- 
fong and other towns bordering on 
the Loi country for vension, deer! 
hides and horns, for dried” mush- 
rooms and dye tubers and for beau- 
tiful rattan, both red and white; get 
pine-apple cloth at Bolo, Hainanese 
silk from Vunsio, cash string at 
Kutsiu, baskets and big hats all 
made of bamboo at Kachek, also 
python snake steaks, honey in Tap- 
tulou, and dried ducks in Lengtui; 
be sure to eat crabs at Oudang, 
white dough strings at Notia, 
lychees at Liakhau, and the lotus 
seeds of Uihong are said to be 
famous as far as Peking. 

And a facetious Chinese friend 
adds, the mud at Toavae on a rainy: 
day, the fleas in season at Liakha, 
the flies at  Bangkau, the 
mosquitoes at Kutsiu, and the B. 
B.'s at Dinkio are also beyond tlfe 
ordi 

Hainan exports betel nut, rattan, 
unrefined sugar, eggs, live cattle, 
hogs, chickens and ducks, and the 
frogs of Hainan are considered a de. 
licacy in Hongkong hotels. Several 
hundred pig-, each in his own bam: 
boo basket, usually constitute the 
deck cargo of the regular steamers 
to Hongkong, and many a passenger 
on this portion of the China Sea 
feels very like the Prodigal Son, with 
this difference, that though there is 
plenty of good food on the shop’s 
bill of fare, he is unable to eat it. 

Among the Farmers. 

‘The occupation of the people of 
Hainan is farming, and their indus- 
try combined with their skill in con- 
serving the soil’s fertility make them 
very successful in spite of their lack 
of machinery, the only implements 
used being the plough, the harrow, 
the grub-hoe and the hand sickle. 
Grain is 
cattle, is beaten off, or is stripped off 
with chop-sticks. 

In connexion with farming indus- 
try one sees the sugar mill, the pea- 
‘nut pre the mills for bulling and 
for grinding rice, the mortar in 
which rice is polished, the indigo 
vats, the home still for making 
spirits from rice, millet, and tubers 
of various sorte, the incubators for, 




























Gold-and-silver flower grows wild. 
‘The wild jasmine makes the hedges 
fragrant with its chaste white blos- 
soms, Orchids of beautiful colours 
and delicate odours are found as 
parasites on trees or growing rank in 
‘the jungle. Huge lotus blossoms, their 
white petals tipped with pink, are al- 
lowed to remain ungathered until the 
seeds are ripe, for the seeds and the 
roote have & commercial value. The 
night-blooming cereus flourishes best 
where most neglected: I have seen| 
as many as thirteen gloriously per- 
fect flowers open on a single morning 
on a broken wall at the rear of a 
Chinese compound. Lovely, fragrant 
jets bloom by the roadside in 
spring and make the Westerner 
think of home.

A walk through the fish market of 
Hoihow, or of any other seacoast 
town, is one of never ending in- 
terest, for there one sees the bright 
colours and fantastic shapes of the 
denizens of the tropical deep. 


Tropical Scenic Beauties. 

There are many bits of beautiful 
scenery in Hainan, especially in the 
interior and along the southern coast, 
and even Hoihow at high tide is a 
sight to rejoice the heart. The hills 
of the interior, some of them cover- 
ed with forests of bamboo or with 

ajestic trees of hard wood, the leap- 
ing mountain streams which are the 
headwaters of Hainan’s five princi- 
pal rivers, the rocky capes which 
enclose beautiful bays on the 
coast, the thirty-six caves of the 
Dangtos ,hill on the east coast, 
the sulphur springs up the river 
from Kachok, the “Dome” near 
Nodoa, the bowl-shaped craters of 
extinct volcanoes, of which that of 
the “Hummocks” is the most easily 
accessible, are among the natural 
points of interest in this island. 

A visitor would find the salt pans 
of Hoihow, the pagodas near 
Kiungchow, and Kiungchow’s 
beautiful wall, all worth seeing te 
perpendicular face of this w: 
usually covered with a thick aout 
of green shrubbery which is cleared 
away only in times of threatened 
danger such as existed last winter. 
The stone quarries, the potteries, 
the brick kilns up the Kiungchow 
River, the tin mines near Nodoa 
and the vegetable gardens near 
Kachek with their arbors of numer- 
ous varieties of melon vines would 
attract attention. Cocoa-nut trees 
wave their fronded heads (or tails 
Chinese would say) 
thick groves all along the 
eastern and southern —_conets, 
where the interlaced leaves of 
the cocoa-nut trees are much used 
to form the walls of thatch-roofed 
huts of the wayside inns in which 
travellers spend the night. 

European and American firms are 
doing business in Hoihow. The 
European who is the doyen of all 
the foreigners in Hainan, is a Ger- 
man business man in Hoihow. Aside 
from the Consular and Customs 
staff and business men resident in 
the port, there are several Eu- 
ropeans at the light-houses on the 
northern coast and one on a Cus- 
toms hulk in Yu-ling-kan on the 
south. The French Roman Catholics 
and the American Presbyterians 
have mission work on the island, 
the latter having schools and hos- 
pitals at two interior stations, be 
sides the work they have located in 
Hoihow and in Kiungchow, and 
the whitewashed front of the Gospel 
Hall, or of the Heavenly Lord’s 
Hall, are familiar landmarks in 
many of the important interior

PIRACY 
NEAR HONGKONG. 


STORY OF THE OUTRAGE. 





From A Correspondent. 
Long Island,(near Hongkong) 
‘Aug. 20. 

Dumbell Island (or Long Island), 
distant only eight miles from Hong- 
kong, was the scene of a daring at- 
tack by pirates on Wednesday even- 
ing, the 19th., at 10.30 p.m. 

The pirates, numbering about 
fifty, rowed ashore in small boat 
and at once attacked the Police 
station from all sides. Two of the 
Indian Police were shot dead at the! 
station, and another was killed in 
the street. At once the robbers at- 
tacked the safe, blew it open, and 
secured about $1,000. The £u- 
ropean Sergeant of Police, who 
I'ves in a matshed near, came on 
the scene just as the robbers, hav- 
ing taken all they wanted, had 
turned their attention to the pawn- 
shop. Seeing half of his force kill- 
ed, the Sergeant clambered on to 
the roof; and just in time, for 
scouts were out seeking to shoot 
him. He ran along the roofs of the! 
shops in the main street armed only 
with his revolver, for the robbers! 
had cleared the tation of 
all guns, From this vantage point 
he shot at the pirates, and it is a 
miracle he also was not killed, for 
they made a desperate attempt to 
capture him. After looting several 
shops the robbers boarded the 
launch and steamed away in the 
direction of Colowa 

‘The aystematic way in which things 
were planned is shown by the fact 
that while all the arms and’ am- 
munition in the station were being 
secured, the two launches in the bay 
were boarded, one used to store the 
booty, and the other disabled by 
part of the machinery being re- 
moved. The Police boat was also 
taken away to ensure that the rob- 
bers would get a good start before 
the alarm could reach Hongkong. 
The robbers were armed with mo- 
dern revolvers and guns, and dum- 
dum and soft-nosed bullets were 
found lying in the police station. 

The scene in the police station 
this morning was piteous. Under 
‘some coarse matting the bodies of 
the three Indians were lying, the 
big hob-nailed boots of one man 
showing at the end. In another 
corner the three widows, one with 
a tiny baby in her arms, were w 
ing and rocking to and fro in their 
grief, The European sergeant sat 
at his desk making a report of the 
attack, and the sole surviving In- 
dian policeman stood near by, with 
true Oriental fortitude, showing 
but little concern. 

It is to be hoped that this daring 
‘outrage will lead to some drastic 
action being taken so that this 
nest of pirates at Colowan may be 
cleaned out. 

















COUNT OKUMA ON 
CHINA. 


JAPAN AS THE PROTECTOR! 
OF THE CHINESE. 


Count Okuma contributes to the 
“Jitsugyo-no-Nippon” the conclu- 
son of a long article on China, of 
which the “Japan Chronicle” makes 
the following epitomized transla-_ 
ion :-— 


“[ have already explained that 
China is in a moribund condition. 
Whether she will be rejuvenated and 
grow into a strong nation, or suc- 
cumb to this malady that has eat? 
into her very heart, is a vital ques 
tion affecting Japan, and as such 
the Japanese must pay the closes. 
attention to the future of the coun- 
try. The fate of China will be prac- 
tically decided by the attitude of 
the Powers. Without their assis: 
tance China can scarcely hope to 
succeed in building up a Govern- 
mont that will command the respect 
and obedience of the country. The 
new Government, of which — much 
was expected, has turned out a 
appointment.’ Those who are res- 
ponsible for its formation were so 
eager for the speedy restoration of 
peace that they failed sufficiently 
to consolidate the basis on which 
the Government 
circumstances, 
ternecine strife will continue to oc- 
cur in the country, and foreign in- 
vestora will prefer not to risk their 
\d it would be fortunate 
if she does not experience 
reat collapse in the course of 
the next decade or so. The only 
hope for her will lie in the consoli- 
dation of the Government, with the! 
help of the Powers, before such a 
contingency takes place. 

“The vast extent of the Empire, 
with its teeming millions, makes 
the establishment of an efficient 
Government a very difficult task. 
‘The system of Viceregal adminis 
tration, marking out the country 
into eighteen provinces, was in force 
during the succeeding dynasties. 
The Viceroy, in his particular 
sphere of influence, was a sort of 
political contractor. Such a sys- 
tem of administration, if not ideal, 
would perhaps be inevitable in a 
country like China in its present 
condit Although New China 
has proclaimed a Republic, it would 
be impossible to swee} the 
old systems and traditions by a 
stroke of the pen, and to rule the 
country by means of a Central Gov- 
ernment. At present the Chinese 
Government, though s republic in 
name, has no actual power of ad- 
ministration. It would be better 
and more advisable to alter the form 
of government into a Confederacy, 
that is, the Viceregal system with 
modification, the central fountait 
head only to retain the power of 
initiating a general policy, leaving 
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all details of administration to the 
head of each province 

“United we stand, and divided we 
fall’ is as true to-day as in the 
days of yore. Political unity among 
the people is an essential condition 
to the building-up of a really strong 
Government ‘in China. The Chin- 
ese as a people are not inferior to 
other peoples in any respect. In 
fact, they are superior to others in 
some respects, such as business acu- 
men and perseverance, and the 
country holds untold millions in 
the shape of rich mineral deposits 
and extensive tracts of fertile land. 
If the people be properly governed 
and the country’s resources develop- 
ed, China's future will be very 
bright indeed. The Powers neces- 
sarily have no intention of carrying 
out the partition of China; the ex- 
isting condition of international 
telationship would not allow the 
consummation of such a seheme. 
What they are most interested in 
is investments in China to open up 
hor natural wealth, and what they 
most dread is the presence of di 
turbing elements acting against the 
attainment of this object. Although 
the Powers are agreed by common 
consent to strive for the preserva- 
tion of China’s integrity, it is not 
at all unlikely that pressure from 
other directions may cause the split- 
ting-up of the country. The pr 
sure of Western civilization on Ct 
na is gathering more and more 
force, and she may find it no longer 
possible to resist its persistent on- 
slaught. However the Powers m: 
try to preserve the integrity of C 
na, they would be virtually pow 
less to arrest or restrict individual 
though these are liable 
to occasion international trouble of 
the most delicate nature. The law- 
less actions on the part of bands of 
American filibusters were the cause 
‘of complications between America 
‘and Mexico, resulting in the cession 
to the former of Texas, California, 
and New Mexico. The present 
strained relations between the two 
countries may be traced to a some- 
what similar state of affairs. Ame- 
rica’s share in the insurrection in 
Cuba and the subsequent declara- 
tion of the island's independence is 
recognized by many. It is not im- 
probable that the same agency as in 
the above instances may force » 
political upheaveal in China with a 
result no one can prophesy. 

“As already remarked, it is not 
likely that any of the Powers will 
entertain selfish designs on China. 
If, however, some of them contrive 
to monopolize interests in China by 
seceding from the concert of the 
Powers, that movement may be a 
signal for a general scramble among 
them, and the doom of the old Em- 
pire would be inevitable. Fortuna- 
tely there is in existence the Anglo- 
panese Alliance, which, primar- 
ily designed against any such con- 
tingency, will be effective in pre- 
venting an occurrence of this na- 
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ture. Japan, as the country most 
vitally interested in any conflagra- 
tion that may break out in China at 
any moment, should pay careful at- 
tention to the course of events in 
that country, and be prepared for 
any emergency. Suppose, for the 
sake of argument, the Chinese Gov- 
ernment is overthrown and the 
Chinese cease to exist as a nation. 
What should Japan do then? Al- 
though China might have fallen and 
her people lost their status as a na- 
tion, they cannot be left to  them- 
selves without government or pro- 
tection, They must be governed or 
protected in a manner compatible 
with existing circumstances and Ja- 
pan would be eminently fitted for 
such a réle. It is not at all unlikely 
that Japan’s actions might excite 
the suspicion of some Powers, but 
her movements may be justified on 
humanitarian grounds no less than 
for the sake of the peace of the 
world. In such an event, the open 
door and equal opportunity would 
of course be the guiding principle 
of Japan in China. Such a contin- 
gency as that mentioned, however, 
may yet be avoidable owing to the 
concert among the Powers, and the 
wholesome influence exerted by the 
Anglo-Japanese Alliance.”

‘Must we, then, ship our children 
home in infancy? Certainly not;

‘on affection, but a school is almost’ 
entirely governed on principles of 
justice.

At what uge then should a boy 
leave his home and school in the 
East? As one who has @ son to 
educate, and who has had some ex- 
perience in educating other people’s 
sons, I would say that, given suit- 
able educational facil 








no reason why the erage boy 
should go away till he has passed 
his thirteenth birthday; and later 
than this, if he has no friends, or re- 
latives, who could receive him dur- 
ing sohool vacations. 

In this connexion I should like to 
warn: parents against what we fre- 
quently see advertised in the news- 
papers as a “home school.” There’ 
is no such thing as a “home school.” 
The name is a contradiction 
terms, and the man who describes 
his school as such is, I fear, witting- 
ly or unwittingly, an educational 
quack. 

The influences of home and of 
school are complementary, and are, 
Tam convinced, both necessary to

Past year, no serious sickness among’ 
our pupils while in residence here, 
though of them contracted in- 
fectious illnesses elsewhere during’ 
the long vacation. I have no 
hesitation in repeating that our 
health record compares most favour 
ably with the records of schools in 
England. During the past eleven 
years we have had one case 
measles—imported from Shanghai— 
and eight cases of chicken-pox; but 
no scarlet fever or scarlatina, no 
mumps, no whooping cough—in- 
fectious illnesses that so frequently 
‘and so seriously hamper school work 
at home, . 

We have again to thank Dr. 
Muat for his kind professional ser- 
vices and his care of us when we 
have needed his attention, 


“Old Boys.” 

We have lost sight of many of our 
“old boys,” but we occasionally 
hear of one and another who are 
doing us credit. W. J. Manthei, 
whom I mentioned last Prize Day, 
“has again done very well at the 
last Christmas examinations, tak- 
ing Ist class, “honours,” this time, 
with “distinctions” in algebra, 
geometery, arithmetic and book: 
keeping in the College of Precep- 
tors.”

ns on the eduoation of boys|true education, but the relation of a sérious problem, that he is in a 


‘good school on reduced fees, in re- 
‘turn for which he has to perform 
certain services, which would be 
‘considered menial by many people. 
He adds that it makes no difference 
in his relations with the other boys. 
‘Apparently in the other Anglo- 
Saxon nations snobbishness is not 
earried to the extreme that pre- 
vails in the “old country.” 

One boy who left us nearly two 
years ago wrote me lest Christmas, 
“This school is known to be one of 
the best in Devon, but for all that 
I must say I like my old school 
much better. We had » great deal 
‘more freedom in Weihaiwei, more 
privileges and much more individual 
attention—especially in the making 
jot character, also in work... . 
\I know what school in Englan 
‘with all its discipline is like.”” 

We must make some allowance for 
the distance that lends enchant- 
iment to the view, especially in the 
jease of a boy whose first term, 
if I am correctly informed, was 
spoilt by measles and the second by 
scarlet fever! 

Yet there is some cause for grath 
fication that, in the opinion of an 
old boy, we compare not unfavour- 
ably with a “school known to be 
one of the best in Devon.” (Cheers). 

Public Examination. 

The College of Preceptors exar 
‘mines some thousands of candidates 
in England every year, The Col- 
Hlege is also the official examining 
body in the educational system of 
the Government of Newfoundland. 
It examines in addition some hun- 
dreds of candidates in other 
[eolonies. At the half-yearly exa 
jmination of last summer there were 
1239 colonial candidates including 
those from this school. We have no 
boys old enough to enter for the 
iFirst Class, or “Senior,” examina- 
tion. Our Second Class, or “Junior, 
jeandidates did better than those 
entered for the Third Class. The 
resulta were published after Inst 
‘Prize Day, and I find of the colonial 
candidates for the “Junior” certi- 
ficate three took “‘honours,” of 
whom two came from school. 
[(Cheors). Six “distinction,” i.e. 
special excellence in particular sub- 
jects, were won by these three 
candidates, of which five fell to us. 

We occasionally meet people who 
declare that no good thing, educa- 
tionally, can come out of the East. 
These results would seem a satic- 
factory reply to such critics. 

There is a general reaction at 
home against the “tyranny of exa- 
minations.” 

The College of Preceptors was in- 
corporated by royal charter some 
sixty years ago partly for the pur- 
pose of conducting examinations of 
pupils in secondary schools. Oxford 
and Cambridge then followed suit 
and, quite recentls, London Uni- 
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” versity; and the whole field of secen- 
dary education is overridden by 
examinations. 

‘An authoritative commission has 
been appointed to inquire into the 
subject, and recently issued ite re- 
port. It recommends that pupils! 
prepare for two examinations only, 
one at the age of about fourteen, 
and the other for “leaving school 
certificate.” 

Tt remains to be seen whether the 
general public and parents, who 
clamour for “results,” will allow the 
schools of England to carry out this 
recommendation.

‘This evening, as wo are favoured 
with suitable weather, we shall have| 
aquatic sports. Some of the heats 
and the competition in diving have 
already been working off, leaving the’ 
finals, the punt races and 
obstacle race to be settled to-day. 

‘Educational Difficulties. 

‘These there are, of course; most of 
them avoidable, some peculiar to 
the East. One of the most serious 
is defective early education. I 
would again urge parents not to 
postpone sending their sons to school 
‘at the usual age, not to impose this 
quite unnecessary handicap on 
them. 

Another obstacle to a boy’s pro- 
gress is a too frequent change of 
‘school. I read some years ago the 
headmaster’s annual report on one 
of our schools in the East. If I 
remember the figures rightly, he said 
that the number of pupils in the 
school at the beginning of the year 
was 40, and he had the same number 
at the end, but in the interval 23 
had left and 23 new pupils had been 
admitted. 

‘A great deal of th's sort of thing 
goes on in the East, but to describe 
it as “education” is, of course, 
farcical. 

Sometimes a few parents club to- 
gether and engage a governess to 
teach their children. I trust she is 
well paid, for the task set her of 
teaching at one and the same time 
children of different ages and stand- 
ards is herculean. The astonishing 
thing is that sometimes really good 
work is done and definite progress 
made, When this is so, I hope the 
parents concerned render honour 
where honour is due, and humbly do 
homage to an edueational genius. 
‘They may not be aware of it, but 
theirs is a rare and precious ac- 
quisition—a “‘born teacher” who has 
triumphed over almost insuperable 
difficulties. 

But whatever the reason may be 
—whether avoidable 

















or un- 
avoidable —for so educating 
children, don’t let us” dignify 


a make-shift and often tempor 
arrangement with the title “school.” 
That is not echool. 
“Select” Schools. 
As in England, there are people 
in this part of the world who would 
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‘¥Jof their elementary schools 


like to have their sons educated in 
so-called “‘select”” schools, A school 
in the East that attempted to make 
social distinctions would, I am epn- 
vinced, be a financial failure. The 
“‘selectness” of school at home is 
largely measured by an ignorant 
public by the scale of fees charged. 
‘Those of my profession, who have 
worked in different types of school, 
know that the tone of a school has 
little or nothing to do with the 
price charged for the education sup- 
plied. You can no more secure a 
high-toned school for your eon by 
cash payments, than you can pur- 
chase a good character for yourself. 
‘This must be obvious to all who are 
not blinded by social prejudice. The 
high fees charged by some of our 
largest and old-established schools 
did not prevent a well-known public- 
ist, the late W. T. Stead, from de- 

1g them as the “nurseries of 











vice” ! 

Moreover, the tone of a school 
may differ widely at different periods 
of its existence, There was an 
amazing change wrought in the 
moral atmosphere of Rugby during 
the period that Dr. Arnold, perhay 

greatest of modern schoolmasters, 
ruled there. 

Even Arnold—a man of tremen- 
dous force of character and per- 
sonality—could not effect reform 
without wholesale expulsions. I 
quote from one of his addresses in 
the school chapel,—‘‘It is not neces~ 
sary that should be @ school of 
three hundred, or one hundred, or 
of fifty boys ; but it is necessary that 
it should be # school of Christian: 
gentlemen.” 

I don’t suppose that, in these de- 
mocratic days, anyone will claim 
that gentility, any more than 
Christianity, is the peculiar pos- 
session of any particular sub-section 
of modern society. 

Here, then, we cannot recognize 
social distinctions, and I am bound 
to say that some of our best and 
most promising pupils have oome 
from humble homes, the children of 
people who are not rich. The school 
also reflects the cosmopolitan nature 
of the white population in the East; 
and we have had here at one time 
or another representatives of almost 
every European nationality. This, 
too, I regard as beneficial—a cor- 
rective to some of our insular de- 
fects and prejudices. 




















Caste. 

‘The absurd and almost comic ex- 
treme to which social distinctions 
can be carried is illustrated by an 
incident connected with University 
College School, London. 

‘The London County Council made 
arrangements with the Governors 
of the school to enter the best pupils 

as 
scholarship holders. The Council 
alco paid a “maintenance grant” to 
enable these poorer scholars. to 
clothe themselves decently. For a 
time all went — well, but 
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presently parents who paid 
fees began to object to! 
their sone associating with the new- 
comers, and under pressure the Go 
vernors most reluctantly had to re- 
fuse admission to these scholarship- 
holders. 

As a writer in the ‘Morning! 
Post,"” who on other grounds con- 
demned the experiment, is forced 
to admit, “It is not a question of 
good manners or politeness in the 
ordinary sense of the word: in these 
respects the public elementary school 
has nothing to learn of Eton and 
Harrow—possibly indeed it has 
something to teach them.” 

To quote the “Educational 
Times,” “We need not press for a 
definition of what is lacking. 
but may we not make some demand 
upon our social judges? Ie the 
be ostracized on a con- 







rules society—caste, 
which is such an awful thing when 
we discuss Indian society, though 
jin India caste is founded on a more 
rational basis. This caste of ours 
is a social fact that seems to req) 
attention, just as much as the in- 
culpated social facts of the out-caste| 
acholarship-holder.” 


‘The Teaching Protessi 
_ It may be objected that an occas- 
like this is hardly the time to 
pees forward the grievances and 
the disabilities of those who teach. 
But a little consideration will show 
how vital to. nation’s progress 
- sound and efficient system of edu 
tion, with which is intimately con- 
nected, of course, the efficiency of 
the teacher. Is it not, therefore, the 
duty of all interested in education 
to lose no opportunity, whether in 
season, or out of season, of drawing 
public attention to a state of affairs 
that is little short of national 
wandal? 
In the Proverbs of Solomon we read 




















“‘Seest thou a man diligent in his by

kings.” This, I believe, applies to} 
‘every profession in England, but, 
that of the schoolmaster. 

At a recent meeting of the As- 
titant Masters’ Association, pre-

But this year witnesses a great step 
forward, and March 1, 1912, should 
prove a “red-letter day” to all en-| 
gaged in education. In the London 
“Gazette” of that date appeared the! 
Order in Council creating a 
“Teacher's Registration Council.” 





This action on the part of Gover: 
ment has been long delayed, for it 
was in 1867 that Matthew Arnold 
~-the voice of one crying in the 
educational wilderness—first drew 
public attention to the present state 
of affairs. 

Government rightly insists that s0- 
cial distinctions must not be recog- 
nized, and that the new Council must 
be representative of the whole pro- 
fession, from the man of high quali 
fications who occupies a professo: 
chair at the University to the teacher 
at the village school. 

The eleven universities of England 
each nominate one member of the 
Council, the elementary schools bay 
eleven, technical and speci 











» | teachers elect eleven, and there are 


to be eleven representatives of 
condary schools chosen by the Head- 
masters’ Conference, The College of 
Preceptors and other associations. 
‘Tie forty-four members are to choose 
8 forty-fifth as Chairman. The Coun 
cil’s first duty—the most difficult it 
may ever be called upon to perform 
—will be to organize our profession 
by the preparation of a teachers’ re- 
gister. 





‘The Teacher. 

The Rev. Canon Wesley Dennis, 
the head of a training college for 
teachers, recently delivered a lecture 
‘at the College of Preceptors, when 
he remarked, “I see several hundred

‘There are many points in his re- 
port of great importance to all in- 
terested—and who has any right to 
‘say he is not interested !—in educa- 
‘tion, and I select two for comment. 

The first is the registration of 
teachers. It seems almost ludicrous 
when one considers the attention 
given by Government to the training 
of teachers for elementary schools, 
that there should be no correspond- 
‘ing care given to the selection and 
training of masters in the secondary 
and public schools. 

To some extent it is a case of de- 
mand and supply, and it 
to the exaggerated position which 
athletics are apt to occupy in schoo! 
life. It does not follow that because 
man has got his blue, or has cap- 
tained his college cricket team, that 
he is thereby better d for the 
discharge of the teacher’s duty than 
another who has no such qualifica- 
tions, and yet the first has no diff- 
culty in finding a post, while the 
other, who may be @ born teacher, 
will find himself heavily handicap- 
ped.

As I understand it, the registra- 
tion of teachers will largely obviate 
this state of things, and a man will 
have to give proof of training and 
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ability to teach before he engages 'capacity for taking 


in the most difficult art of teaching. 

In my own case, I have been 
gaged in teaching more or less for 
ten years, and I lament, more than 
I can say, that no educational autho- 
rity has ever come to me and said, 
“if you want to teach, you must 
be trained.” 

The second point that struck me 
was the paragraph on ‘caste.’ Again 
‘experience comes as a guide. In a 
large grammar school, where I and 
several of my brothers were educat- 
re came every year a number 
George Moore” scholarship 
boys from the local national or 
Church schools. In only one case 
do I remember any of these boys 
failing to do credit to themselves 
and to the school, and many of 
them, whom I can’ quite well recall 
now, tured out to be, in the truest 
sense, “nature's gentleman.” 

Caste feeling, I am sure, is not 
much developed in the average 
achool-boy, though sometimes large- 
ly so in parents, and parents are 
apt to make a profound mistake 
when they think that their sons 
should not associate with boys from 
a different grade in society. So far 
from there being any loss, it is often 
an incalculable gain in broadeni 
their sympathies and widening their 
interests 

A side issue of the same subject 
is the question of scholarships to 
the univer 
these are 
parents can easily afford to pay all 
part—of their 
, whereas the 
‘intention of the founders was to 
encourage boys of humbler paren- 
tage and, perhaps, still humbler 
means to aspire to the otherwise 
impossible hope of s university edu- 
cation. I remember a boy being ad- 
mitted to my brother's preparatory 
school on reduced terms, the parents 
pleading inability to pay full fees. 
He afterwards won a scholarship at. 
Cheltenham, and thence a scholar- 
ship and exhibition at Balliol, Ox- 
ford. While he was at Oxford his 
father died, leaving £40,000 to his 
widow and two sons! 

Tt was quite right that the 
boy should have the distinc- 
tion and honour of a Balliol 
scholarship: it was quite wrong that 
another boy, scarcely less clever, 
should be deprived of his one hope 
of a college career. 

‘And now I must say a few words 
to you boys. If it is possible to 
classify I would divide them 
into three classes—the clever, the 
average and the dull. I must confess 
I feel most sympathy for the last 
two classes—those who get few or 
no prizes, who though they try again

If England cannot 
dismiss a side on a bad wicket by 
the aid of Barnes, Haigh, Woolley, 
Rhodes and Foster, they will not be 
likely to win that game by calling 
in the services of a sixth bowler and 
that a fast one. 

Of course, it is a different proposi- 
tion when wickets rule hard. In 
many affairs of life there is no 
truer saying than “too many cooks 























‘spoil the broth,” and thesame as re-| 
gards bowlers holds goods at cricket. 
It is almost a fallacy to assume that 
the more attention one pays to the 
cramming up of a team with bowling 
talent the stronger that side be 
comes. Its very strength is too often 
ite weakness. If one takes the whole. 
history of “big matches,” how often 
does one read of more than two or 
three bowlers being responsible for 
the dismissal of a side? When the 
next match with Australia comes to 
be played it will be well for us if 
we remember this. That 
which takes place at the Oval in 
August, marks a new departure 
of International 
r ducted over here, 
inasmuch as it is to be played. 
out to a finish. 

The determination to play the 
match to a finish is with 
out doubt the most  satis- 
factory feature of the Trian- 
gular Scheme. Indeed, when the 
scheme was promulgated, the allot- 
ing of three days only for the com- 
pletion of a match seemed an un- 
desirable blot on the Imperial idea.

Test 
Matches no matter in what coun- 
tries they be fought out should be 
played to a finish, even if more 
than a week has to be utilized. It 
may be that such a proceeding 
would lead to batsmen adopting 
more cautious tactics, but where 
such important interests are involv 
ed and with time of little impos- 
tance such tactics are quite pardon- 
able. The players themselves would 
welcome the innovation and as after 
all they are more immediately con- 
cerned with the game, when it 
comes for the time for the arrange- 
ment of future Test matches to he 
discussed, the authorities would b> 
well advised to give the matter 
every consideration, Possibly if 
this Oval experiment proves the 
necessity of alloting more than thres 
days to such a match we shall be 
assured that future Test matches in 
England will provide definite is- 
sues.

forty or fifty. The Tungménghui 
take up the attitude that the exe- 
cutions were an infringement of Re- 
publican rights, and the object of 
this new society is to fight against!

A Sensation. 

In political circles locally there 
was a decided sensation yesterday 
when the native papers announced 
that General Li Yuan-hung had ar- 
rested the leader of one of the smal- 
ler parties at Hankow.

Signs of Improvement. 





From Our Own Correspondent, 


Canton, Aug. 18. 
There seems to be considerable evi- 
dence for believing that gradually the 
new officials are getting Kuangtung 
into order, and subduing the wild 
elements that are indigenous to this 
turbulent province. Theone word 
that adequately describes the char 
acter of the rule that has recently 
been in vogue is severity. It has 
been our lot to relate more than 
once the almost ruthless way in 
which men and women have been ar- 
reated and executed wholesale. The 
officials have consistently worked 
outward from the centre; that ix, 
they devoted all their energies to 
maintaining order in the larger cen- 
tral cities, and from there outward 
they have tried to repress what was 
in many case a danger to the actual 
interior of the province. 

T have recently paid a visit to the 
interior of the province as far as 
Kuangsi, and was able to see what 
things were like ‘on the wide West 
River, and the general appearance of 
the countryside, as well as the con- 
dition of affairs in Wuchow iteell. 
It is true that this river is policed by 
gunboats of different nationalities. 
‘At Samahui, I looked out in the 
early morning, and saw no less than 
six small gunboats and torpedo 
bosts lying peacefully at anchor. 
But ere they took up their station 
there, they had been patrolling the 
river, and this no doubt greatly 
adds to the safety of the river, and 
the peace of the inhabitants of the 
interior. But everywhere, as fer as 
eye could reach, there was evidence 
that peacefulness reigned, and 
wherever questions were asked the 
‘nsual reply was that things were 
now well in hand, and there was 
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little or no danger from bandits, or 
robbers.

At Wuchow itself, one was glad to 
see that great improvements are be- 
ing carried out, and there were evi- 
dences that money was being ex- 
Pended, and the people kept at work. 
Evidenily there is some considerable 
confidence in the’ present rulers, for 
there are many new buildings, most- 
ly shops of improved appearance, 
and enlarged capacity, being built

~The report and accounts have 
been in your hands for some time 
time and I propose, with your con- 
sent, to take them as read. When 
we met in February last the out- 
look in this part of the world did 
not permit my predecessor in the 
chair to be over-optimistic in his 
therefore special- 
ly gratifying to your directors to be 
able to lay-before you this state- 
ment of the affairs of the Bank, 
showing a very satisfactory result 
of the half-year’s working. I trust 
the following distribution, as re- 
commended in the report, will meet 
with your approval. 

A dividend of £2 per share, 82} 
lakhs to be added to the silver re- 
serve, bringing that fund up to 
$17,000,000; 82} lakhs to be written 
off Bank premi acoount, and 
the balance of 81,960,288.64 to be 
carried forward to the new profit 
and loss account. On this occasion, 
owing to the higher level of exchange, 
less dollars are required-to meet the’ 
dividend than for some time ‘past, 
but, on the other hand, the earnings 
transferred from our Offices in gold 
countries realize less in silver. With 





























the exception of the sterling reserve 
fund, to which I shall presently 
refer, there does not appear to be 
‘anything in the accounts calling for 
special mention, and I do not there- 
fore intend to take you through the 
various items in the balance sheet. 

As regards the sterling reserve 
fund, I regret to say that the hope 
expressed at our last meeting that. 
no further necessity for writing down 
Consols would arise has not been 
fulfilled. In view of the fact that 
the market quotation at the end of. 
June was 76 7-16, we thought it 
visable to write our holding down 
to 75. As other gilt-edged stocks. 
had followed the lead of Consols, 
it was found necessary to adjust 
our “other sterling securities,” and 
these have been written down by. 
some £9,500. To effect these adjust- 
ments we diverted $334,818.69 of 
the half-year’s profits, ~ being the 
equivalents at 2/- 1-16 of £33,596.1.3, 
amount expended in purchasing new 
securities as stated in the report. 
I may mention that the book value 
of the securities under the three: 
different headings in the sterling 
reserve funds investments all show- 
satisfactory margin a, the 
prices ruling at the end of June. 
Although writing down the value of 
our sterling securities has been a 
ax on profits of late, the money 
in not lost to the “Bank, as, apart! 
from the recovery which I hope we 
may soon see in the market value of. 
our investments, we got interest on 
the money expended in purchasing 
new secarities and the yield on the 
capitalized value of the fund is thus. 
improved. 

It is is two years since we last 
wrote anything off Bank premises 
account, and although our property 
stands in the books at a very con- 
ve estimate, your directors 
approve of con- 
tinuing the policy of writing this 
account down from time to time. 
For some years past the offices 
which the Bank leases in London 
have been. found quite inadequate 
for our requirements; consequently 
wo have been looking for a site on 
which we could erect @ building of 
our own. Suitable sites in the City 
of London are by no means easy to, 
acquire, and you will be pleased ‘to 
learn that, after protracted negotia- 
tions, the Bank has just obtained a 
very fine property in Gracechurch 
Street—between Lombard Street 
and Cornhill—with a right-of-way 
into St. Michael’s Alley, giving dir- 
ect access to and from Lombard 
Street and Cornhill.

their Governments, but opposed by 
the sentiment of an influential vec- 
tion of the Chinese public, State- 
ments have been recently disse- 
minated by newspapers of standing 
to the effect that the groups are 
attempting to force on China en- 
ormous sume without regard to her 
Ee 1 circumstances or ability 





















to repay. I take-this occasion of 
saying that these statements are a 
|gross misrepresentation of the facts, 
It is for China to fix the limit of 
her own requirements and I am in

have not ceased to urge a policy of 
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retrenchment and of such assiduou: 
development of her internal credit 
and resources a will enable her to 
restrict present foreign borrowings 
to the lowest possible figure. The 
re-establishment of stable govern- 
ment on a sound economic basis is 
the aim of all concerned.

Turning to the accounts, the first 
item that would appear to need ex- 
planation is the statement in the re- 
port thet the nett balance standing 
at the credit of the Profit and Loss 
Account from last year was $5,985.03 
whereas the first item on the credit] 
side of the Profit and Loss Account, 
Published as “Amount carried, 
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The difference is $4,428.06, which, 
‘you will observe, corresponds with 
the first item on the debit side, viz., 
“Amount chargeable to year ended 
‘June 30, 1911,” This amount is made 
up of sundry items for which no 
provision was made in last year’s ac- 
counts, though they should properly 
have figured therein. 

The sum of $3,093.40 under the 
heading of Special Expenses com- 
poses various payments mado in con- 
nexion with the regrettable illness 
of our Manager, Mr. Gerrard, last 
year, and hie subsequent trip to 
Europe for recuperation. As this is 
not one of the ordinary items of ex- 
penditure, our Auditors thought it 
better not to debit the amount to the 
Working Account, 

The expenses re Loan, $373.34, 
were incurred in connexion with 








the Mortgage on B. C. Lot 
1744, (commonly know as 
the ‘‘Astor Garden”, that is 


‘the foreshore property on the other 
side of Whangpoo Road, facing the 
Hotel), Tis, 25,000= $33,333.33 (At 
exchange, 75) and include commis- 
‘sion and the legal expenses of the 
Company and the Trustees for the 
Debenture Holders. 

This loan, for purposes of finance, 
was rendered necessary by the res- 
triction of the facilities given to us 
by our bankers, and every effort wilh 
be made during the current year to 
repay same. ‘ 

I think it is pertinent at this stage 
to inform you that the prime cause 
of our present overdraft which you 
may reckon as including the two 
items of our indebtness to the Char- 
tered Bank and the amount of the 
aforesaid loan, approximately 890 - 
(000, in all, was the fact that where- 
fas, by the issue of further deben- 
tures in 1908, some $400,000. was 
raised for the purposes of demol- 
ishing the old front portion of the 
Hotel and erecting, equipping and 
furnishing your present building, 
the actual cost of these works 
amounted to some $960,000.

THE RED OROSS SOCIETY 
OF CHINA. 


To the Editor of the 
“Norts-Cumxa Datty News.” 
Dr. Gilbert Reid’s reply to 
my former letter shows such a lack 
of knowledge of facta aa makes it 
difficult for me to reply in the limit- 
ed space available in newspaper cor- 
respondence columns. May I be al- 
lowed to clear up one matter which 
will, by inference, help to explain 
the whole situation? In May, 1911, 
Mr. Shen Tun-ho, Director of the 
Shanghai Branch of the Red Cross 
Society of China, visited Peking, 
interviewed the President of the So- 
ciety, Mr. Sheng Huan-huai, and 
was appointed by Mr. Sheng Dele- 
te to tho Washington Conference. 
‘is appointment was confirmed by 
the Waiwupu and conferences were 
held between Mr. Shen and repre- 

sentatives of the Waiwupu. At o 
of these conferences note was made 
of the fact that the Head Office of 
the Society was in Peking and the 
Branch Office in Shanghai. 

‘This was tho status when the re- 
volution broke out. Within a short 
time thereafter, on account of the 
difficulties of the situation and the 
Tack of a guiding precedent for Red 
Cross Work during times of _in- 
surrection, the new President of the 
Society, Mr. Lii Hai-huan, asked 
me to telegraph Mr. Shen to act in- 
dependently for the time being. Mr. 
Shen undertook this responsibil 
in a genuinely self-sacrificing spirit, 
At a later date he invoked the help 
lof the Japanese Red Cross Society, 
through the Japanese Consul-Gen- 
He also invited Shanghai 
residents to form a General 
Committee, of which he and Sir 
Havilland de Sausmarez became the 
ents.

Still remained under the old govern- 
ment, while at the same time he 
lent every possible assistance not 
only to Mr. Shen, but to other Red 
Cross organizations not controlled 
by Mr. Shen. It will be seen that 
the status of the Shanghai Society 
and of the General Committee can 
only be determined by considering 
the status of Mr. Shen, who remains 
now, as he has been all along, a 
Director of the Red Cross Society of 
China. In addition to this, he isa 
Director of the Shanghai Branch 
and was, until recently, the Joint 
President of the General Commit- 
tee. Mr. Shen was also the regular- 
ly appointed Delegate to the W: 
ington Conference, as stated above. 

‘When he reported to the Peking 
Government in the jatter part of 
March that he could ndt go to Wash- 
ington, President Yuan appoint- 
ed Minister Chang as representative 
‘and later added the names of Mr. 
Yung Kwai and myself. As I was 
on the point of leaving Peking, the 
President of the Society received 
communication from the Waiwupu 
stating that » telegram had been re- 
ceived from Mr. Shen Tun-ho ask- 
ing that Mr. T. T. Wong should 
‘also be appointed. Mr. Lii conseat- 
‘ed and the appointment was made 
by the Waiwupu in the same man- 
ner as the former three. The re 
cords of the conferences between 
Mr. Shen and the Waiwupu held in 
May, 1911, were furnished to our 
delegation, and the paper prepared 
by Mr. Wong was from the official 
documeats of the Government and 
of the Society. 

Dr. Reid will excuse me for re. 
peating what I thought I bad made 
clear in my previous letter, i.e., that 
Mr. Wong did not represent” the 
Shanghai Society in any other sense 
than that the Shanghai Society had 
requested his appointment. He 
was tho representative of the Chin- 
ese Government, from which he re 
ceived the credentials which admit- 
ted him to the Conference. Mr. 
Shen sent credentials to Mr. Wong, 
which were not presented by him to 
the Conference. As a delegate of 
the Government, he could only fol- 
low the instructions of the Govern- 
ment, and not those of the Shang- 


hai Society. 

There are several other mistakes 
in Dr. Reid’s letter, which space 
will not allow me to point out, but 
the foregoing faets are a key to the 
whole situation. 

Allow me again to express the 
hope that the forthcoming conven- 
tion of Red Cross workers in Chin 
will settle amicably all those 
ters which seem to me of minor im- 
portance as compared with the 
great work of philanthropy for 
which the Society bas been organiz- 
ed. There should be no dissensions 
and it ia safe t6 say that there will 
bbe none after the convention has had 
an opportunity to look over the re- 
cords of the Society.

tee. Neither does Mr. Shen Tun- 
ho know of any mention being 
made of such arrangement. Even 


if he had made such an agreement, 
the members of the Society have 
never consented to transfer of head- 
quarters to Peking. Something, per- 
haps, have been done by the 
then President, Sheng Heuan-buai, 
unbeknown to the Society. 

What the honorary secretaries 
wrote concerning Mr. Lu Hai-huan 
is not modified by anything now 
written by Dr. Ferguson. I now 
amplify: An Imperial Edict was is- 
sued, appointing Mr. Lu Hai-huan 
President, and Messrs. Shen and 
Ferguson Directors, of the Charit- 
able Relief Society. 

Later on, the headline of letters 
issued from Peking had “Red Cross 
Society of China” instead of 
“Charitable Relief Society.” The 
Red Cross Society might deem it 
fit to elect Mr. Lu Hai-huan, who 
is held in great respect, as its Pre- 
sident, but thus far neither he nor

HOSPITAL.

Sin—Last Saturday Dr. Wu

Asto the question whether the 
disease is cholera or not, being lay- 
men, we are not in a position to 
give an opinion. But we found that 
there were at the time of our visit 
over two hundred cases, many of 
which appeared to us to be very 
serious and of a contagious char- 
acter. And we found from the 
records that of the number of tho| 

















' patients hitherto admitted for treat- 
The calling of a Con-! 


ment, no less than 80 per cent. had 
been cured, and that many of the 





cases had been given up by other, 


doctors. | 
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saline intravenous injection; this 
year, this has been done in 450 
cases so far with a total mortality 
of thirty, this of course must be 
increased as the treatment of « 
larger number is not concluded. 

As 8 result of our investigation we 
came to the conclusion that the 
Chinese Cholera Hospital, as ad- 
mipistered by Dr. Cox, is carrying 
ona noble and human work, in a 
manner pleasing to Chinese ideas 
and that it fulfils ite mission of 
bringing help and kindly aid to 
those who are hopeless. 

We may add that the Hospital 
is open day and night; that no 
cases of cholera are ever refused ad- 
mission; that nothing is charged— 
the inmates of the first class rooms 
are offered an opportunity of sub- 
scribing voluntarily, but neither they 
nor any of the other classes need 
pay for either food or treatment.

The British Minister bas cowplained 
to the Government again and again;

Petition on Cotton Adulteration. 
The Cotton Dealers’ headman, 
Mr. Shen Wei-yo, and several noted 
cotton Hongs of Nantao have sub- 
mitted a joint petition to the Shang- 
hai Magistrate, requesting him to 
issue # proclamation prohibiting im 
strict terms the adulteration of cot- 
ton with water, now that the new 
oon to be reaped. It says 
in effect that cotton forms one of 
the largest staple exports from 
ina. Within the area of the 
Sungkiang prefecture, all districts 
with the exception of two, Chingpu 
and Louhsien, produce cotton. The 
‘countrymen have been in the habit 
of adding water to the cotton with 
a view to increasing its weight, and 
thereby its price. Such practise has 
been long tolerated and has » very 
firm hold upon these producers. 
They do not know that cotton nat- 
urally contains water; and even pure 
unadulterated cotton when tested 
by being subjected to drying pro- 
cess by fire, has usually been found 
to contain 12 per cent. of water. If 
more water is added, cotton easily 
becomes rotten. Proclamations by 
the Taotai and the magistr&te of the 
former Ching Dynasty have been is- 
sued repeatedly; but still, the mal- 
practice of adulteration has been 
going on. Simple paper prohibit 
is evidently useless. The trade in 
cotton has almost been ruined. The 
opening of a foreign cotton testing 
office in the Settlement during the 
last year was also the result of ad- 
ulteration ; thus the loss of China’s 
sovereign power in this respect may 
be attributed to the same source. 
We feel the deepest concern upon 
seeing these results. We beg there- 
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fore that a timely warning before 
the crop-time be given by your Hon- 
our. Apart from our having started 
a society for the examination of cot- 
ton by ourselves, under the direc- 
tion of a President and a Vice-Prosi- 
dent nominated by election, to begin 
operation on the Ist day of the 8th 
moon, and agreed between us that, 
heavy fines shall be paid in case any! 
of us be found to have accepted wet| 
cotton, we pray that copies of a pro- 
clamation issued by the Shanghai! 
Magistrate be posted in very cotton-| 
producing village, warning the pro- 
ducers against adulteration of cotton 
and threatening them with condign 
punishment; and holding the tipae 
responsible for reporting any irre- 
gularity coming to his knowledge, 
and answerable if he should fail 
to report, ete. 

A proclamation was accordingly 
issued on August 24.

‘The Peking Executions. 

General Tuan Chi. Minister of |

Chang and Fang as soldiers and 
their crimes as affecting military 
affairs; therefore martial law was 
applied.

UR. SUN IN PEKING. 
Apart from having placed or 
offered to place at the disposal of 
Dr. Sun Yat-sen the use of the Eho 
Park and any articles within the 
Imperial Palace that are required 
for his comfort, the Empress Dowa- 
ger has graciously commanded Lu 
Jén-hsiang, Tutor to the Emperor, 
to accompany his Majesty Huan 
‘Tung to see the ex-President during 
her reception of the latter in the 
Park. 

The President paid his return call 
upon Dr. Bun on August 26; and 
during the interview both agreed 
that the stability of the Republic 
absolutely depends upon the mainten- 
ance of harmony between the Cen- 
‘tral Government and the provincial 
authorities. 

The Tungchow Mutiny. 

‘The troops stationed at Tungchow 
are under the command of General 
Kiang Kuei-ti, who usually resides 
in Peking. General Kiang was ap- 
prised that an outbreak by his 
forces was imminent only » day or 
two before. He went to Tungchow 
on August 23 and there tried to 
pacify his men. But his efforts were 
made in vain, for he found himself 
surrounded, and practically a 
prisoner. 

At about 6 p.m. the noxt day, 
(Aug. 24), all the fifteen regiments 
but one took part more or less in 
breaking out into mutiny, ravaging 
the city of Tungchow well into the 
small hours of the next morning. The 
cause of this outbreak is said to be 
the men’s “reluctance to obey the 
order to remove the queue,” and to 
“insufficient pay to austain life.” 
Inside the city, it is said that 70 per 
cent. of the inhabitants were affected 
by having their belongings pilfered, 
or their houses burnt. It was re- 
markable that only one life was lost 
and one man wounded during the 
night. Of the riotous soldiers, some 
deamped with their wealth, others 
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ing in the vicinity, Init 
the majority returned to their bar- 
racks, boldly preparing to do battle 
with the loyal forces of the Govern- 
ment. 

Rumour says that this time it was 
no chance mutiny, but was the re- 
sult of certain persons having “en- 
gineered” the rising from ulterior 
motives. If thie assertion. be cor- 
rect, we have not seen the end of it 
yet, for it is known that sedition is 
being spread amongst the troops in 
many a province, especially in Hu- 
peh and Hunan. 

On August 25, President Yuan 
issued an order that Mr. Ni Taze- 
ch’ung and General Lu Chien-chang 
should proceed to the scene of riot 
at the head of 3,500 soldiers armed 
with fifty light machine gun 
punish the mutineers and restore 
order. 

Peking is reported as quiet, beyond 
the unusual precaution taken by the 
Captain-General of the Peking Gen- 
darmerie who has, for some succes- 
sive days, ordered the two city-gates, 
Shunchimén and Sungwenmén to be| 
closed at 6 p.m., and the patrols to 
mount some guns on the city ram- 
part for the better defence of the 
city. 

According to other versions in'the 
native Press, the affair would seem 
to be trivial, while tl regiments 
which took to looting and burning 
in earnest numbered only three, the 
rest being only implicated by their 
neglect in preventing the outbreak. 


Bank of China. 


The Chinese Chamber of Com- 
merce here is in receipt of a despatch 
from the Tutuh of Kiangsu, forward- 
ing a communication from the Mini: 
try of Finance, on the matter of ac- 
ceptance and circulation of bank- 
notes issued by the Bank of China. 
It states that as reported by Super- 
visor Wu of that Bank, the Bank 
of China has opened offices in 
Shanghai and Nanking for some 
time, and the Head Office in Peking 
as well as the Branch Office at Tien- 
tsin would also begin the transaction 
of bank business some time during| 
the early part of August, after which 
time the Peking Head Office will 
issue notes of the denominations of 
$1, 85 and 810. These notes are of 
the same design as those originally 
engraved (but not issued) for the 
former Taching Dynasty in the Unit- 
ed States of America, but on them 
will be stamped the words: “tet! 
year of the Republic of China.” 

The Ministry of Home Affairs and 
that of Communications have been 
notified of this issue of bank-notes, 
the Chamber is hereby notified of 
the same, with a request that it as- 
sist the circulation throughout the 
commercial world by acceptance} 
without any objection whatever.

Shanghai to the proposed new Bank 
to form a basis to start with. 
Among those present, including the 
promoters, 3520 shares were sub- 
scribed, and payment will be made 
on Monday next.

THE WEEK’S 
FINANCE. 


The week has not been marked by 
‘any specially noteworthy event, ex- 
copt the fact that the improvement 
in trade continues the wake of 
the absence of political troubles and 
‘the willingness of the political parties 
to bury the hatchet, at least for the 
time being, for the good of the coun- 
try. The prognostications about the 
troubles which may be consequent 
upon Dr. Sun Yat-sen’s visit to the 
North have been, up to the present, 
happily falsified; and whatever un- 
derstanding has been arrived at be- 
tween Dr. Sun and the President will 
lead to peace in the country, which 
is essential for the progress and pro- 
sperity of trade. Of course, it is 
expected tl negotiations for the 
Joan will not be resumed until at 
least two weeks from now. 








Another good sign of the times 
the organized effort now being made 
by the provinces to resume the col- 
lection of revenue, which the new 
Government remitted at the begin- 
ning of the revolution. No taxation 
of any kind, even of the lowest di- 
mensi popular in any country; 
‘and once the continuity of payment 
is interfered with through some 
cause or other the result is a tho- 
rough disorganization, even in_nor- 
mally governed countries. In China 
governmental finance has never been 
a matter for congratulation. And 
when the Republican Government, 
from motives of expediency, remitted 
the ignorant 
people in the country believe that 
they would have to pay no taxes 
whatever under the new régime the 
financial situation was still further 
complicated. 




















Shortly after the abdication of the 
Manchus attempts to collect taxes 
invariably ended in failure. The 
provincial governments, which were 
feeling the pinch much more than 
the Central Government, had to 
resort to all kinds of devices to keep 
going. The advances made by the 
merchants in the different provinces, 
both during and for some time after 





crippled on account of want 
money to do business with. Very 
little of the advances made by the 
banks was given to the provinces. 
except to pay ® portion of the sol- 
diers’ wages. And the Republican 
Bonds, given by the Finance Minister 
when the provinces appealed for 
funds, did not carry them very far. 
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recognized sources of revenue failed, 
the resumption of the cultivation of 
Poppy came as a boon to many of 
the provinces. Poppy cultivation 
was being met with penalties under 
the previous government, and efforts 
made by the new officials to stop it 
invariably ended in failure. Thus, 
® sort of a compromise was arrived 
at, by which, according to the state- 
ments of provincial officials, such 
cultivation will be stopped as soon 
as the Government is powerful 
enough to prevent it; and in the 
meanwhile, taxation is imposed on 
the growth of poppy and the opium 
trade, as a means of obtaining some 
revenue for the needs of the pro- 
vinces; which taxes the opium cul- 
tivator and the dealer in the native| 
product have heen only too willing 
to pay. 








Other sources of revenue tended 
to become voluntary rather than ob- 
ligatory on the part of the taxpayer. 
Moreover, what with bad crops, 
Famine, floods, bad trade and last of 
all the devastation in places and dis- 
organization generally that followed 
in the wake of the revolution, the 
people were in a surly mood, and 
any injudicious act in the way of 
forcing the people to pay taxes might 
have led to an explosion followed by 
very serious results. Hopes of the 
conclusion of the loan—the terms of 
which the provinces opposed, while 
they wanted the money—were defer.

facture and industry in China. But, 
there is also the present danger of 
adventurous foreigners imitating 
the marks of well-established foreign 
* business houses, and selling goods to 
the Chinese. As a rule the goods 
sold thus are of inferior quality, 
and consequently the credit of fo 
eign business is brought down in the 
* eyes of the Chinese. Again there are 
constant complaints about the sam 
marks covering goods of a quality 
inferior to that of the sample on 
which business is transacted. 















As, unlike Japan, the Govern- 
ment in China is not in a position 
to enact laws binding on foreigners 
and Chinese alike, the only course 
open for the adjustment of the mat- 
ter as betweon foreign nations is an 
International Conference on trade- 
marks in China. China, of course, 
should be represented, once recog- 
nition is accorded to her by the 
Powers; and the decisions arrived 
at by such a conference, endorsed 
y the respective Governments, would 
practically have the force of law. At} 
present there is very little regu 
tion, and there is every prob.bility 
of Chinese becoming the tools of un- 
scrupulous foreigners, whose inter- 
ext in China trade is limited to the 
amount of profit they make.

FRENCH CONCESSION 
BURGLARIES. 

With the passing of sentence up 
two Chinese in the French Mixed 
Court recently » phase of the Ine 
epidemic of burglaries in the French 
Concession has been brought wo 1 
close, although the case is not fat! 
ly concluded, other acts of house 
breaking having to be considerd 
in the Mixed Court of the Inter 
national Settlement. In the pr 
ceedings before the French Misti 
Court the accased were brought up 
on four charges, these being robbery 
by house-breaking in the folloving 
houses:—No. 30 Route Voyron, 
cupied by a Chinese named Eu; No 
308 Avenue Paul Brunat, occupied 
by another Chinese named Tee; No. 
31 Avenue Dubail, the house of Mr 
Bourboulon; antl No. 50 Route 
Ghisi, the house of Mr. Madier, In 
the two first instances the occupants 
of the houses were refugees driven 











-| into Shanghai by the political ar 


rest. The articles stolen included 
silverware, watches, clocks, clothe 
e din all amounted to over 
$1,000 in value, The hearing ofthe 
eases came to a conclusion yester- 
day, when sentence of tea sean 
imprisonment was passed on each 
of the men. 

The two have now to be brought 
before the Mixed Court of the In 
ternational Settlement, to answer 
to charges of burglary in the house 
of Messrs. Schneider and Mere.

William Lane Merriman, Manag- 
ing director of Messrs. Samuel &

Dallas told him that the Chinese 
who had the bonds—he never men- 
tioned his name—had gone into the 
interior, and he had sent a man after 
him, The bonds were never deliver- 

ed to him, and he eventually learned 
that they were with Messrs. Samuel 
& Co, Dallas did not put forward 
the suggestion that he had mortga- 
ged the bonds, and he never at any 
time mentioned the name of Samuel 
& Co. 

This concluded the case for the 
prosecution. 

Mr. Godfrey, in opening the case 
for the defence, said that the jury 
would have two substantial ques- 
tions to consider. One was, did 
Mr. Parlani entrust the bonds to 
the accused for safe custody and for 
the purpose of enabling him to do 
business, or did he, as the accused 
would tell them, give the bonds to 
him for the purpose of using them 
in the way he did use them, for plac- 
ing with Samuel & Co.? And the se- 
cond question would be, did the ac- 
cused convert them the inten- 
tion of actually depriving Mr. Par- 
Jani of possession? The accused 
would tell them that on July 2 Mr. 
Parlani asked him whether he could 
obtain « loan on the bonds. Next 
day they went to the Yokohama 
Specie Bank. Before going, he in- 
formed Parlani of his difficulty with 
Samuel & Co., saying that through 
the non-payment of interest he was 
in danger of having the mortgag> 
foreclosed, and consequently of hav- 
ing his business stopped, and he asl 
ed Parlani if be would let him ha: 
$5,000. If he could get the money 
from the bank Parlani was willing 
to lend him $5,000. They went to 
the bank, and Parlani took with him 
a roll of the bonds to the value of 
$10,000, and an attempt was made to 
raise a loan or an overdraft, as Par- 
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lani had an account at the bank. 
After looking at the bonds the man- 
ager would not make an advance. 
Parlani then offered to loan accused 
bonds to the value of $5,000 in order 
to tide over the difficulty with Ba- 
muel & Co. Dallas thought that 
amount would not be enough. He 
told Parlani he did not think any- 
thing less than $10,000 would be en- 
ough, and Parlani said: “Very 
well, I will lend you $10,000.” The 
bonds were counted outside the 
manager's door, and Parlani and 
the accused drove together to Sa- 
muel & Co, In the Police Court 
Parlani emphatically denied that he 
drove with Dallas to Samuel's of- 
fice, but that morning he had ad- 
mitted that they drove to a build- 
ing in which he knew Samuel & Co. 
had offices. They met afterwards 
and drove to Parlani’s office, Noth- 
ing further of interest occurred un- 
til July 6, when it appeared Parlani 
was pressed by a letter from Drum- 
mond, White-Cooper & Oppe, and 
at Parlani’s request Dallas drafted 
the letter which was sent saying 
that he could not return the bonds 
until the $1,800 commission had been 
returned. Then they went to the 
Italian Consul, and he ordered that 
the $1,800 must be returned before 
the bonds were handed back. The 
blank cheque was given to Dallas by 
Parlani to pay the balance of the 
interest due to Samuel & Co. Par- 
lani told Dallas that if any ques- 
tions were asked he could say that 
the bonds were in the hands of a 
Chinese. Dallas would frankly say 
that he made that statement re- 
peatedly in order to gain time, and 
he would say that Parlani knew all 
the time that these false statements 
were being made and that he was a 
party to them, as he was also a par- 
ty to the Soochow telegram. At the 
time that telegram was sent they 
were being exceedingly hard pres- 
sed, and on July 18 Parlani went to 
Dallas's house and suggested that 
something wonld have to be done at 
once in order to gain further time. 
He suggested then to Dallas that he 
should have a telegram sent from 
Soochow to show Drummond, White- 
Coojer & Oppe. They sat down 
and worked out the telegram toge- 
ther and afterwards gave it to Mrs. 
Dallas to type out, and also asked 
Mrs. Dallas to look up the trains 
for Soochow. ‘Then they went over 
to the stables and arranged for a 
Chinese to leave in the morning for 
Soochow. There were points about 
the case which it was certainly diffi- 
cult to follow. As to Parlani’s mo- 
tive, it might be that at first he did 
not realize that he might have a 
judgement against him and would 
get into difficulties, and that ho 
turned round and made these ehar- 
ges as a means of throwing the 
blame off himself. The evidence for 
the defence would go to show that 
Parlani knew all through the tran- 
sactions shew the bonds were, How-

dey the conduct of Dallas in telling 
the story of the Chinese supposed to 
be holding the bonds, he thought! 
they would find from the evidence 
“that the charge of actually stealing! 
the bonds, and converting them to a 
use other than that for which they 
were given to him, must fail. 

The Court then adjourned until 


next morning.

‘The accused was called and sworn. 
He stated that his capacity in re- 
gard tothe — bonds _—in 
question was that of a broker. He! 
had acted as broker in respect of! 
other business, working on com- 
mission. On July 2, Mr. Parlani 
asked him whether he could get a) 
temporary loan on the bonds, and 





he said he would try the Yokohama} 


Specie Bank. Witness asked him 
if, in the event of his being able to 
arrange & loan, he would lend him 
$5,000. Witness told him that) 
Samuel & Co, were pressing him for 
the payment of the interest of a 
mortgage on his business premises. 
Witness went to the bank and saw 
the accountant who told him to 
bring some of the bonds to the 
bank. Parlani arranged to go with 
witness to the bank at 2 o’clock the 
same afternoon, and did so, taki: 
with him # parcel of bonds to the 
value of $100,000. One of the bonds 
was taken in to the Manager of the 
Bank, and the accountant returned 
and told them they were very sorry 
but they could not make an advance 
on the bonds. They had asked for 
® loan of $20,000 or an overdraft. 
Witness then spoke about Samuel & 
Co, and Parlani said: “I can loan 
000 worth of bonds.” Wit 
he did not think Samuel & 
Co, would accept that amount, but 
if he would lend $10,000 he 
ee) would try them. While 
they were standing outside the Man- 
ager’s door Pariani counted out the 
$10,000 bonds and gave them to wit- 
ness. He drove witness in his own 
Big to the door of Samuel & Co.’s 
office, and on leaving said he would 
wait for him at the Kiangse Road 
motor house, Witness handed the 
bonds to Mr. Merriman in Samuel & 
Co.'s office, and was given a receipt, 
wi he handed to Parlani after- 
wards when they were on their way 
to his office in Jinkee Road. Thers 
witness’s wife was waiting and he 
told her that Samuel’s business was 
settled. Parlani said: “Now you 
are out of trouble you can work.” 
On July 6 Messrs, Drummond, 
White-Cooper & Oppe wrote on 
behalf of their Chinese client to Mr. 
Parlani and asked for the immediate 
return of the bonds. Parlani re- 
quested him to draft a letter in re- 
ply, and witness did so, saying that 
the bonds would not be returned 
until the $1,000 was refunded. At 
half-past eight next morning Par- 
Jani called at witness’s house and 
spoke to him through the verandah- 
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| Soochow aad told him to be sure 


For Gou’s sake come to the office 
at once. I have received a letter 
from the Consul-General.” Witness 
went with him to his office and heard 
that he had been summoned. They 
were on their way to the Consulate 
when Parlani told witness that if 
the Congul asked him he was to say 
that the bonds were in Chinese 
hands; but he was not to mention 
any name, On July 10a letter was 
written saying that the $1,800 must, 
be paid by four o’clock on the 11th. 
Mr. Newman called and arranged 
with Parlani to pay the money at. 
10 o'clock on the 12th. On the 19th 
Parlani called at witness's stables 
‘and took him to his office where Mr. 
Dixon, Mr. Newman, and a Chinese 
were waiting. The bonds were 
counted then. Parlani m mo- 
tion to witness to go into his private 
office. He said “I can lend you 
91,600 cash, and a blank cheque, to 
be dated July 20.” He said he would 
lend the $1,600 to get the bonds 
back, Nothing was said about any 
cargo. Witness told Mr. Newman 
he would be back in half an hour 
with the bonds. He went to the: 
Yokohama Specie Bank to have the 
first cheque certified, and went on to’ 
Samuel & Co. and offered Mr. Mer-| 
riman both cheques, asking for the 
return of the bonds. He took the 
cheque for $1,600 and told witness 
to go and get the other cheque certi- 
fied. Witness told him that could 
not be done because the money was! 
not there. Witness had to go back 
to Parlani’s office without the bonds, 
When he told Parlani what had 
happened, he said: “Go and tell 
Newman that you will get the bonds 
this afternoon. Say that the man 
is ow On the 16th Parlani came 
to witness's stable and said he want- 
‘ed to see him privately, 0 witn 

took him to his house. Parlani said 
he wanted a receipt for the honds 
to show Drummond and witness 
gave him a copy of the receipt of 
Samuel & Co., omitting their name, 
and the words “collateral security.” 
Parlani told him to keep away from 
his office so that he could tell 
Drummond’s people that he was at 
Soochow. The question of a Chit 
ese receipt for the bonds was 
never mentioned. On the evening 
of the 18th Parlani went to his 
house and said: ‘We must do some- 
thing at once, as Drummond’s are 
pressing me very hard.” He also 
said that Newman had told him 
some one had seen Dallas in Shang. 
hai. “So” (he said) “you must, 
send a telegram from Soochow to 
corroborate my statement.” They 
worked out the telegram together. 
Witness refused to put his name to 
it, but Parlani told him he must do 
so. Parlanj asked Mra. Dallas to 
look in the paper and see what 
time the first train would leave 
next morning for Soochow. Parlani 
gave a Chinese, employed at wit- 
ness’s stable, 85 for his expenses to 
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not to miss the train, as it was 
fery important matter. The tele 
gram was sent. On Augun 
7 witness and Parlani had some 
words together, not relating to thi 
matter. On the 6th he said he had 
4 summons from the Italian Consul. 
Parlani showed him the _ petition 
taken out by Drummond, White 
Cooper and Oppe and he said: “I 
will try and have s postponement 
of the case. If I am not successful 
of course I have to take a sum 
mons out against you.” Witnem 
said: “All right.” On the morning 
of the 11th witness telephoned to 


Parlani, who said: “Very bad, 
Dallas.”

to the British Consul.” He alto 
sid that Mr. Dixon and Mr. New. 
man would not leave him until he 
had been before Mr. King to sign 
something. He said he did not 
know what the paper was. Wil 
went to his office and again 
him what papers he had signed. 
said: ‘They have forced ne to 
sign.” Witness asked who “they” 
were, and Parlani answered: “The 
lawyers.” Witne 
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Parlani sai minute, 
Dallas. You are in an Italian house, 
and nobody can touch you.” Upon 
that be walked into another room, 
and then a slip of paper marked 
“Reeves, Hongkew Police Station” 
handed in. Parlani took it and 
“No have got.” Wit- 
said, No, I must go and see 
King.” Then Det Reeves 
came in and arrested him. He al- 
lowed witness to telephone to bis 
wife and wait until she came. 
When he told her that Parlani had 
issued a warrant for his arrest, 
with regard to the bonds he had 
loaned him, Parlani jumped up, and 
banging the desk, said “Dallas, 
don’t talk funny. I didn’t do it.” 








On another occasion Parlani said 
to him: “Dallas, I am a dear friend 
of yours. ‘Take my advice, and 
Teave Shanghai Witness 
answered: “No. I have not com- 
mitted any fraud. I have not 
stolen anything. | Why should I 
leave t” 

Mr. Jones — (cross-examining) — 


Can you suggest what Parlani was 
going to get out of the transaction? 
—He was friendly to me and I ama 
useful man to him in his office. He 
has helped me before when I was 
in trouble. 

Loaned you money !—Yees. 

Have you on more than one oc 
casion asked him for money !—Yes, 

And he has on more than one 
occasion refused to lend it!—He 
never refused. 

Mr. Parlani is pretty well off !— 
Not exactly well off, He lias a good 
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banking account. The Money was 
in another man’s name. 

Do you suggest that he had not 
enough to pay the amount due to 
Samuel & Co. if he in fact knew the 
bonds were there !—No. 

Is it true that Mr. Parlani owns 
most of the Dallas Horse Reposi- 
tory 1—He is the nominee of my 
wife. 

Mr. Godfrey—There is an inter- 
pleader down for to-morrow, and 
this question will be dealt with. 

His Lordship--Mr. Jones can 
‘examine to any extent on this. 
Criminal justice cannot be set aside 
because of an interpleader. 

Witness said he only owned as 
the nominee of Mrs, Dallas, 

Did you ever swear in this Court 
that he did own them?—No. I did 
not say that he was the absolute 
owner. 

You led the Court to believe that 
he owned them !—Witness did ret 
answer. 

Come on, Mr. Dallas. Do 3ru 
decline to answer !—Witness did 
not answer, 

Do you know for what reason 
Parlani wanted loans on the bonds? 
—I thought he was sole owner. 

His Lordship—You knew perfect- 
ly well that he was not. 

In answer to further questions, 
witness said he honestly believed 
that he would be able to pay the in- 
terest to Samuel & Co. if not out of a 
sale of horses he was then negotiat- 
ing, then by a loan from Parlani, 
Parlani knew where the bonds were. 

Mr. Jones—Knowing that the 
bonds did not belong to him, and 

that there might be a judgement 
against him if they were not return- 
ed, do you ask the Court to believe 
that he would not pay the small 
sum necessary to get them back !— 
Yes. 

You asked him to !—Yes, 

And he was not able!—No. 

In reply to further questions, wit- 
ness said he did not tell Newman 
that the supposed Chinese holier of 
the bonds had gone into the inter 
ior. He told Mr. Oppe. Statements 
about ¢his person were made by 

Parlani_and himself. 44 never 
went to Soochow at all. 

O. M. Dallas, wife of the accused, 
gave evidence as to Parlani calling 
at their house on the morning of 
July 8 and stating that the Consul 
had sent for the bonds. He came 
in o great rush and went away ex- 
cited, and her husband asked him if 
he was “‘dotty” or what was the 
matter. She was present when it 
was arranged to have the telegram 
sent from Soochow, and heard her 
husband protest when asked to 
sign it. 

In answer to Mr. Jones witness 
said that she knew that the 
telegram was to be sent 
from Soochow in her —_hus- 
band’s name, but she did not offe: 










morning he had admitted, after 
great hesitation, that he drove bur 
to the building in which Samuel & 
Co. had their office. At the time 
Parlani gave the accused the 
cheque for 81,000, and the 
blank cheque—witich was tan ox. 
traordinary thing to do—he knew 
that Dallas was a defaulter to the 
extent of ten bonds, and he told 
him to go and get them then. The 
account of the incident given by the 
‘accused was far more probable than 
the story told by Parlani. The ex- 
planation of his giving the blank 
cheque might have been that at 
that moment they would not know 
exactly what the amount of the 
interest due to Samuel & Co. was. 
With regard to the evidence given 
by Mr. Dallas, such evidence was 
in all such cases open to suspicion, 
but he would ask them not to be- 
lieve for a moment that Mra, 
Dallas had come into Court ith 
the deliberate object of commit- 
ting perjury. The behaviour of the 
accused might have been reprehen- 
ible and extremely foolish, per- 
haps more than foolish, but none 
lof those things bore directly on the 
question before them. His story 
was absolutely consistent with the 
fact that Parlani kner There 
could be no doubt that Parlani 
knew where the bonds were, and 
that he gave them to the accused. 
Counsel for the prosecution said 
that there were in this case unques- 
tionably @ certain number of facts 
common to both stories, but’ where 
the defence differed from the pro- 
secution was in the explanation of 
those facts. If the defence was 
true, then Parlani and Dallas must 
have been concerned in a conspiracy 
to use property which did not be- 
long to them. That was going » 
very long way, and it was a curious 
sort of defence. There was nothing 
to show that Mr. Parlani could in 
any way have benefited by the ac- 
tion he was said to have taken. If 
he knew that the bonds were pled- 
ged with Samuel & Co. and if he 
was familiar with the whole tran- 
saction, he surely would have 
moved heaven and earth to get 
them back, would have paid 
what was due and have delivered 
them under the judgement of his 
own Court. Judgement had been 
recovered against him by the Chin- 
ese for the delivery of the bonds, 
and further proceedings were only 
delayed on the representations of 
Dallas. Parlani had ample credit 
and ample funds to have released 
the bonds, had he been involved in 
the way Dallas said he was invol- 
ved. They had no proof that Dallas 
was in a position to redeem the 
bonds except his extraordinary 
story about the native cheque. 
His Lordship, in summing up, 





watchman at the 
livery stables, gave evidence that 
on the evening of July 18 Mr. Par- 
lani and the accused spoke to him. 
Parlani asked him to go to Soo- 
chow, and Dallas took a telegram 
from his pocket. Witness was told 
to be sure and catch the early morn- 
ing tram and he did so, and des- 
patched the telegram. 

A Chinese in the employ of the 
accused spoke as to business he had 
had in view for the sale of horses, 
to the Nanking Government. A 
cheque was given to Dallas, but | 
was taken away again. 

A compradore formerly employ- 
ed by Mr. Parlani, spoke as to a 
conversation between Mr. Parlani 
and the accused about the bonds. 
When lani found that accused 
had not brought back the bonds, 
he asked that the cheque for 81,600. 
be returned and threatened to stop 

ent, 

In answer to Mr. Jones, witness 
said he never had more than a 8! 
sample bond. 

This concluded the case for the! 
defence. , 

Mr. Jones said he wished to re- 
call Mr. Parlani with a view to 
showing his competence and ability 
‘at all times to have paid the $5,000 
necessary to release the bonds. 

Mr. Godfrey said he offered no 
evidence on that point and the ques- 
tion only arose in cross-examina- 
tion. 

His Lordship said counsel for 
the defence should have introduced 
it into his case. 

Mr. Jones—The defence is that 
Mr, Parlani knew all about this, 
and the only reason why these 
bonds were not released was that 
the parties concerned were not in 
® position to release them. 

Frederick Parlani, _re-called, 
stated that during July and at the 
beginning of August he was in a 
Position to pay 85,000 for the re- 
lease of the bonds. It was not 
true that the reason why he did 
not release them was because he 
had not the money to do so. 

Mr. Godfrey, in addressing the 
jury, pointed out that the evidence 
was hopelessly conflicting, and the 
most important thing to go upon 
was the general impression they 
formed of the evidence and the wit- 
nesses. Parlani’s story was an ex- 
tremely fmprobable one. In the 
Police Court, on the first day it 
was said that he gave the bonds to 
Dallas for the purpose of veri- 
fication at the Bark, and 
on the second day it was said that 
he gave them to Dallas as a sample 
and for the purpose of taking 
round to do business. In the Police 

ourt Parlani gave an absolut> 
bral of the statement that be[asid the inquiry had covered a very 
drove Dallas from the Bank to the}broad field.

ed. It was a criminal charge, and 
must consider almost mathe 
matically, at lenst strictly logically, 
whether the accused had done -the 
particular thing which the Crown 
in the charge said he had done The 
charge was that he had unlawfully 
and fraudulently taken and convert 
ed certain property entrusted to him 
to his own use. If property was en- 
trusted to a man, and he handed it 
toa third man without the authority 
of the person who gave it to him, 
that was conversion, But under 
this charge the Statute required 
that it should be fraudulent conver- 
sion: that was to say, that a man 
converted it to his own use with the 
expectation or the intention of de- 
riving the owner permanently of 
the use of it. If > 
thing entrusted t 
solute human 
would be able 10 restore it when tar 
time came, he woati aot be guilty of 



























this offence. Tt was not, bewever, 
sufficient to “hop:” to be able 10 
pay, or to be aki to redecin thy 


bonds. The facts of the case were 
difficult because they had two en- 
tirely different accounts of what 
happened. What the Crown said 
was this: the bonds were handed 
over to Mr. Dallas as broker to deal 
with in the ordinary way and to as- 
certain if he could find anyone who 
would make an advance on them. 
‘That was clear. Mr. Parlani’s ac- 
count was that he took $10,000 worth 
of bonds and gave them to Dallas 
‘and told him that that was what he 
ount came to 
this: Jani conspired 
together to hoodwink the Italian 
Court and the lawyers. Drummond, 
White-Cooper & Oppe were pres- 
sing them in one direction, and 
there was also the horrible bug-bear 
of the Italian Court concerning 
matter. Dallas’s account of what 
happened came to this, that they put 
their heads together in order to get 
out of the difficulty. The jury would 
have to consider which story on the 
various facts was the most consis- 
tent. With regard to Dallas merely 
acting as broker, the first question 
which occurred, and which had not 
been properly explained, was why 
bonds to the value of $10,000 shoule 
have been given to a broker to use as 
asamplet One wou'd be as good as 
another as a sample of the secarity. 
‘Then they had the interview between 
Mrs. Dallas, Mr. Dallas, and Par- 
He had to waa them against 
evidence of Mrs. Dallas «nly in 
respect of the conve-sation whic 
was said to have takea place between 
her and her husband, and it must 
be clear to the jury why the law did 
throw doubt on that class of conver- 
sation, which was so very easily in- 
vented. But when it came to Mrs. 
Dallas speaking of what happened 
in @ particular room at a particular 
time her evidence was as good as that 
of anybody else. Dallas and his! 
wife said that the three of them met/ 
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land concocted the telegram. That’ 


was confirmed by the other witness, 
who told them that one gave him $5 
and the other gave him the telegram, 
Lhe whole story hung together. If 
they believed it, it was quite incon- 
sistent with Parlani’s account, be 
cause it showed that he was support- 
ing the story that there was a Chin- 
ese who was away, whereas his own 
story was that the bonds were in 
Dallas's hands to be used for the 
purpose of raising money. Then 
there was that extraordinary re- 
ceipt worded in such a remarkable 
way. It was a receipt for the re- 
ceipt for the bonds. He could not 
understand why, if Parlani thought 
Dallas had the bonds or was using 
them for the purpose of trying to 
dispose of them, he did not ask Dal- 








-]ias for the receipt from the Chinese. 


Why should the receipt take that 


}round-about form? Why did not 


they call upon Dallas to produce the 
original receipt from the Chinese! 
The jury could place what 
value they liked on the statements 
with regard to Dallas being driven 
to the offices of Samuel & Co. by 
Parlani. There was no doubt that he 
had driven him, and there might or 
‘might not be something*in that fact. 
The next point was the writing on 
the stub of Parlani’s cheque book. 
Dallas admitted that he wrote it 
himself. The cheque book was hand- 
ed back to Parlani, his Lordship 
supposed at once, because he went on 
using it, and if Dallas had been 
anxious to deceive Parlani in regard 
to the destination of the bonds, or 
as to what had been done with the 
cheque for $1,800, why should he 
have written “Samuel & Co.” on 
the stub? He might perfectly 
well have left it blank, or have put 
in anything he chose. If he had 
any fraudulent intent why should 
he have put “Samuel & Co.” on the 
stub? ‘Then they came to the in- 
cident of the counting of the bonds, 
which occupied an hour. Mr. Par- 
lani told Dallas that he must go 
away and get the bonds which were 
missing. Then, while the counting 
was going on, they went into an- 
other room and Dallas was handed 
two blank cheques. It semed ex- 
teaordinary that while Mr. Parlani 
was busy counting the bonds he 
should go out and give Dallss an 
advance of money in connexion with 
& rum transaction, or something of 
that sork Did it not seem probable 
that the cheque for $1,800 and the 
blank cheque which were handed 
over during that transaction had 
some relation with that transac- 
tion? Further, why should Parlani 
shuffle about the arrest and suggest 
to the detective that Dallas might 
be arrested elsewhere? Why should 
he not have said: “Here is the 
man, arrest him; and I hope, Dal- 
las, you will get your deserts.” 
Why should there have been“shuf- 
fling about ‘Cannot you arrest him 
somewhere else 1” On the other 
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hand, Dallas, of course, had told 
innumerable lies, had behaved 
most stupidly, and had given his 
evidence in such 8 way that many 
juries would send him to prison 
merely for that. But the jury would 
be quite wrong in doing that. His 
Lordship regarded the evidence of 
Mr. Newman es most important. 
He was, he believed, a man of ex- 
cellent character, entirely unpre- 
judiced in the matter. He had told 
them that Dallas telephoned to him 
that the Chinese had gone to Sov 
chow, that he expected him back 
‘that afternoon, and then that he ex- 
pected him back Ister. He also said 
that Dallas never suggested mortag- 
ing the bonds, or that they were 
with Samuel & Co, All that was 
against Dallas, but it did not make 
him guilty of this charge. If they 
considered that Dallas’ account was 
more probable than that of Parlani 
they ought, to acquit him; because, 
jon Dallas’s account, although he had 
done something which was morally 
wrong and possibly might be legally 
wrong, at all events he hsd ct 
comynitted the crime of which be 
was accused by the Crown. [f they 
thought that Dallas was given the 
bonds by Parlani and told to dv 
what he could to mortgage thew 
as broker, and that he cid tate 
them to Samuel & Co. and did cox 
vert them in that way, then ther 
would have to consider wh+ther he 
did so fraudulently. If they though 
that when he converted them he 
‘had no reason to be certain that be 
would be able to redeem them in 
time, then he was guilty. So that 
it came to this simple point: if on 
the facts they convicted him, they 
would have to consider the law 
and say whether he acted fraudul- 
ently or not, 

‘The jury returned to Court after 
ten minutes’ private consultation, 
and gave a lict of “ Not guilty.” 

‘The prisoner was discharged. 

His Lordship thanked the Jury 
for their attendance, and exempted 
them from further service for (wo 
years. 

A Recommendation by the Jury. 

At the close of the case the jurr 
presented the following request to 
his Lordship :— 

Whereas. 

British jurymen are required to 
give their services to the Btate at 
no little inconvenience to themsel- 
ves and their business, and wheress 

The time of the jurymen so given 
represents no little monetary value, 

‘Therefore resolved, 

‘That we, the jury in the present 
case, recommend the Court to con- 
sider the advisability of employing 
official stenographers so as to ex- 
pedite the hearing of cases.

Rex v. Arthur Harper and William 
Hodds, 


Arthur Harper and William 
Hodds appeared to answer to 
several charges, these being as fol- 
lows:—For that the said Arthur 
Harper on August 14, 1912, and on 
divers days thereafter between that 
day and August 23, then being the 
owner of a certain house known as 
Belmont or No. 21 North Honan 
Road Extension, unlawfully did 
open keep or use the said house for 
the purpose of unlawful gaming 
being carried on therein; for that 
the said Arthur Harper knowingl: 
and wilfully did permit the said 
house to be used by a certain other 
person, to wit one William Hodds for 
the purpose of unlawful gaming be- 
ing carried on therein; for that 
the said William Hodds on August 
14, 1912, and on divers days there 
after between that day and August 
23, then being the person having 
care and management of aid house, 
unlawfully did open keep and use 
the said house for the purpowe of 
unlawful gaming being carried on 
for that the said William 
being a person having the 
use of the said house, unlawfully 
did assist in conducting the business 
of the said house for the purpose of 
unlawful gaming being carried 
on therein; for that —_ the 
said Arthur Harper and Wil- 
liam Hodds on August 14 
and on divers days between that 
day and August 23, at the said 
house called Belmont, unlawfully 
‘id keep and maintain » common 
gaming house, and in the said com: 
mon gaming house, for lucre and 
gain, on August 18, 19 and 20 there 
unlawfully and wilfully did cause 
and procure divers idle and  evil- 
disposed persons to frequent and 
come, to play together at a certain 
unlawful game called roulette, and 
unlawfully and wilfully did” per- 
mit and suffer the said idle and evil- 
disposed persons to be and remain, 
playing and gaming at the said un- 
lawful game called roulette, for 
divers large and excessive sums of 
money: to the great damage and 
common nuisance of all ithe liege 
subjects of our said Lord the King, 
to the evil example of all others 
in the like case offending, 
against the peace of our Lord the 
King, his Crown and dignity. 

Mr. J. C. E. Douglas and Mr. 
8. H. McKean appeared on behalf 
of the Crown, and the accused were 
represented by Mr. H. 8. Oppe. Be- 
side his Lordship, on the bench was 
Sir Everard Fraser, K.0.M.G. 

Upon Harper being asked to 
plead, Mr. Oppe rose and entered 
a plea that the Court had no juris- 
liction over the particular offence, 
and that the indictment. disclosed 
no charge. In support of this con- 














tention he pointed out that gaming 
itself was not illegal in English 
law, and to keep » gaming house, 
there was authority for saying, was 
illegal because a gaming house was 
‘@ nuisance under common law. 

His Lordship remarked that gam- 
ing houses had been forbidden by 
statute. 

Mr Oppe referred to the case of 
Jenks v. Turpin, 13 Q.B., 1884, 522, 
from whieh he pointed out that the 
laws making gaming an offence and 
other games of skill, including ten- 
nis, illegal were passed ss these 
games interfered with military ex- 
Jercises, particularly archery. ‘The 
Statutes did not look on gaming as 
crime. The later Statutes to prevent 
gaming were passed in order to 
put down gaming houses which had 
cropped up in great number. ‘These 
acts were only of » territorial ap- 
plication, and were not intended to 
apply to anything outside the actual 
realm, and they created and fixed 
one forum, namely two Justices of| 
the Peace. It was admitted that 
Statutes 8 and 9 did not apply to 
India, The Act having definitely 
stated the officials who were to ad- 
minister it, these powers were not 
to be exorcised in any ex-territorial 
Court. Mr. Oppe quoted the some- 
what analogous case of the Maori 
King. What might under common 
law be a nuisance at home might 
not be @ nuisance here, and he would 
‘ask his Lordship to strike out the 
first counta, 

Mr. Douglas said that if Mr. 
Oppe’s argument were right it would 
destroy the power of the Court to 
administer about nine-tenths of the| 
criminal law of England. He referr- 
ed to the Order in Council, and 
remarked that the contention that 
because a cortain Act said that a! 
certain offence was to be tried be 
fore two Justices of the Peace, this 
Court had no juriediction, could 
not hold water. The Court took the 
criminal law as it stood for Eng: 
land, not for the Empire, and ad. 
ministered it in the same way as a 
Judge or Justices of the Peace would 
administer it in England. The! 
powers of the Police M: 
ot necessarily those of two Justices; 
they had been extended in some 
directions and limited in others. 
Counsel’s argument was as old as 
the Court itself, and had been rul- 
ed against all the time. 

In giving his decision his Lord- 
ship said:—Mr. Oppe’s plea to the 
jurisdiction really comes to th 
first that the law against gai 
houses ought not to be

plied, and then that the Court that 
is now proposing to try this case 
has no jurisdiction to try it. With 
regard to the applicability of the 
law against gaming it is true that 


land does not apply, the law con- 
cerning the person, and criminal 
offences amongst Englishmen and 
women does apply. I have no doubt 
whatever that this law against gam- 
ing is one which this Court ought 
to apply. With regard to the point 
whether the Court has jurisdiction, 
there is some confusion, and for this 
reason that the provision made by 
the existing Order in Council de- 
claring what can be tried summari- 
ly and what must be tried on indict- 
ment, is quite different from that 
existing in England. The line here 
has to be drawn in the Lower Court 
by the Magistrate when he is taking 
cases summarily. He takes a case, 
and when, having heard the evi- 
dence. he thinks that three months 
and a fine of £20 will not sufficiently 
punish the offender, it is his duty to 
send the man for trial here. This 
is what he has done. It comes to 
this, we have to apply the criminal 
law of England in substance, and 
we have to do that according to the 
procedure of this Court. I there- 
fore overrule Mr. Oppe’s plea to the 
i iction. 

larper was then asked to plead, 
land he pleaded guilty to the first 
count. 

Mr. Douglas said that he would 
not proceed against Harper om the 
other counts. 

Hodds then pleaded guilty to 
managing the house. 

Mr. Oppe addressed the Court in 
mitigation of the sentence to be 
passed on Harper, and pointed out 
that it was one thing to open a 
gaming house in England where 
nobody could say for a moment with 
any appearance of sincerity that he 
did not know that gaming was pro- 
hibited by the law of the country. 
It was different in China where 
there were a large number of nation- 
ities, very mixed jurisdictions, 
and according to the code of some 
of these nations gambling was per- 
mitted, according to others probi. 
bited. As far as he knew, this 
Court had never intervened to pro- 
hibit gambling, and gambling had 
denerally been considered as an 
offence against the Municipal regu- 
lations of the foreign communi 
here. Harper had bought the pi 
perty from a Spanish subject named 

ull, who had carried on gambling 
elsewhere. The ion in regard 
to the British jurisdiction ought to 
be brought before his Lordship. At 
Tientsin a gambling establishment 
was carried on by leave of the Rus- 
sian authorities in the Russian 
Concession by a British subject, it 
was known to the British authori- 
ties, and no proceedings were taken.

from the Chinese for the damage 
they had done to the property of 
the gambling house owners. These 
facts were known to Harper when 
he came to Shanghai. He was not 
aware that gambling outside the 
limits was contrary to British law. 
Mr. Oppe mentioned other places 
where gambling was allowed, and 
said that they it take it that’ 
gambling was a fairly well estab- 
lished industry all along the coast of 
China and other places. In these 
circumstances he had no doubt that’ 
the Court would think it necessary 
to impose a penalty which would be 
a warning to others that gambling 
would not be permitted, but he did 
not think that the Court would want 
to inflict » hardship on the first per- 
sons to be subjected to this penalty. 

Harper was then sworn, and gave 
evidence of having run a gambling 
establishment, the Alhambra, in the 
Russian Concession at Tientsin un- 
der a licence from the Russian 
Council, and he had also a gambling 
house at Peking. He did not think 
that the law would interfere with 
him at Shanghai; he thought that 
they would have notified him if it 
were contrary to the law. There 
liad been no secrecy in his way of 
conducting the house, and there was 
another gambling house in the same 
district. 

Cross-examined—After the death 
of Chinese in the Alhambra the 
Russian Council held a meeting and 
gave him four months to leave. He 
had paid something to the Russian 
Council in order to carry on the 
house. He had conducted » house 
in Swatow, but it was closed. 
Counsel produced letters to a man 
named Kelly from the American 
Consul there warning him of pro- 
ceedings should he become asso- 
ciated wit! gambling hou 
‘These, witness said, had been given 















to him by Kelly. Witness identi- 
fied a code as follows: “Atlas,” 
meaning, “ Everything is fixed with 





police here: we can run”; “‘Atlass,”” 
“ Atom,” 
“ Everythi we can 
open as soon as we are ready.” 
Before coming to Shanghai the word 
atom” was telegraphed. He had 
once been summoned in Tientsin 
connexion with showing cin 
graph films, and was bound over to 
keep the peace in a sum of 82,000. 

Re-examined—When he received 
that telegram he understood that. 
the authorities had no objection to 
his running @ house in that section. 

In addressing the Court, 
Douglas said that the suggestion 
put forward by Mr. Oppe that the 
British authorities had not pro- 
ceeded against gamblers in China 
was untrue. 

Mr. Oppe remarked that what he 
said was that to the best of his be- 
lief the British authorities had never 
taken action before, and it was the 
general idea that the Municipal 
Council had taken it. 








Mr. Douglas ssid that the fact 
was that British subjects had had 
the wisdom not to engage in this 
businces previously. The Court 
should deal with this man as @ pro- 
fessional gambler, who had had not 
one establishment but several. 

His Lordship said:—Arthur Har- 
per, you have pleaded guilty to the 
offence of opening a common gambl- 
ing house, and I believe you are a 
professional gambler and that you 
have been engaged in thus preying 
on the public for years. Therefore, 
it is my duty to see that you 
do not get off without a proper 
punishment, but it is also my duty to! 
see tliat justice is done and that you 
get all the law that you are entitled 
to. It does seem. to me thet, 
although you are ® member of 
this very disreputable class 
of professional gamblers, there 
is this to be said, that what 
is done in fact in regard to gambl- 
ing in various places differs greatly 
and that when you received that 
telegram and came to Shanghai 
you thought you would be allowed 
to gamble by the Chinese au 
thori of Chapei. Now, look- 
ing at the matter as a reasonable 








man might look at it, you might very | ,,, 


well, although you knew you 
were breaking British law, indeed 
doing much worse than that, you 
were committing & very mean and de. 
spicable offence—although you knew 
all that, you thought that you came| 
within the law .if you bribed the 
Chapei police, that you might open 
this gambling house without coming 
into the power of our law. If it were 
not for that impression which I 
have got from the evidenoe, I should 





sentence you to s long term of im- 
prisonment. As it is, I have ser- 
ious qualms about it. I do not think 
T ought, on the evidence before me, 
to send you to prison, but I ought) 
to do something which will be a 
warning to you and others. and 
which will prevent you ever oocupy- 
ing yourself in this way in China 
again. The sentence of the Court 
therefore is that you are fined $3,000 
that you will be deported from 
China at your own expense 
and never allowed to return 
without the permission of the Se- 
cretary of State, and that you 
pay the costs of this prosecution. 

On the application of Mr. Doug- 
las his Lordship ordered the gambl- 
fing apparatus to be destroyed, and 
said that the property of the ac- 
cused in Court should be returned to 
him subject to any lien which the) 
Crown might have on it. 

Mr. Oppe then addressed the 
Court on bebalf of Hodds, pointing. 
out that he was not a professional 
gambler. 

In passing sentence his Lordship’ 
said:—William Hodds, what I said 
in sentencing Harper applies to 
ou, that if I thought you had known 
you wene doing something which 
would undoubtedly bring you im- 





mediately into this Court, I sho) 
have sent you to prison. I tht, 
in the circumtances that you ms 
be fined $500 and be deported, ini 
you must pay for your deportaiva, 
With regard to the deportation ic 
both cases security will have toh 
given that Harper and Hodds m 
pectively will keep the peace, ssi 
they will only be deported subjec 
to proper security not being foun 
That security must be a mm 
substantial one. I think inthe 
case of Harper it ought not tobe 
Jess than himself in £2,000 and tw 
sureties of £2,000 each, and in th 
case of Hodds himself in £1,000 ui 
two sureties in £1,000 each.

His Worship then remanded the 
accused until the afternoon.

Mr. Godfrey said that he had been 
asked to appear for the accused.

Hodds—I had been away from the 
country too long, and he would not 
recognize me at all. 

His Worship—Have you applied 
for registration here? 

Hodds—Never. 

His Worship—Why not? 

Hodds—Because when they tell 
you that you are not it is quite 
sufficient. 

Mr. Douglas said it was not neces. 
sary for him to open at length. The 
evidence would he brought to prove 
that A. Harper was the owner of 
these premines and that they were 
used as a common gaming house;

Thomas Elvins gave evidence of

Land Investment Company's name. 
The company had a mortgage on 
it for ls. 4,000 advanced. Prior 
to August 15 of this year Hung 
Fong-chick was the beneficiary 
owner and mortgagor. He was the 
company’s shroff. Witness received 
notice from Hung that be intended 
to pay it off, and he asked them 
to transfer it toa man named 
Hodds. Later, he asked tnem to’ 
transfer it to Arthur Harper. He! 
first brought a cheque for the full 
amount of the purchase money, but} 
it was not accepted because it was 
not the correct amount of the mort- 
gage. Another cheque for the full 
umount was brought, signed by A. 
Harper, and drawn on the Russo- 
Asiatic Bank. The transfer was ar- 
ranged to be made on Monday last, 
but Harper did not attend at the 
British Consulate. A chit was sent 
to him at the Palace Hotel, and he 
signed it “0. K.”

henson sent to him saying that a) 
man named Harper wanted to buy: 
the house, Witness went to see him, 
and a sale was wed for Ts. 
5,500. The matter was settled on 
August 14. Harper suggested that 
he should pay Tis. 500 then, and 
the balance on September 1. Wit- 
ness would not agrée, and later that} 
day Harper brought him a cheque 
for the full amount. Next day 
Harper told him that the property 
was to be transferred in his name. 
He signed two cheques, one for Ts.

Witness communicated with the 
owner—Chick--and eventually Tis. 


5,590 was agreed upon. An option was 


fixed up for that amount for three 
months. On August 14 Harper call- 
ed again accompanied by Rull and 
Hodds. Harper suggested that the 
lease should be transferred to Hodds 
but Chick objected. He objected to 
the transfer of the option, 
but not of the lease.

He was accompanied by 
another foreigner and they were in 
plain clothes. Witness knocked st 
the door and they were admitted 
by a man named Percy Born. They 
went into the hall and sat down and 
witness asked for refreshment. 
‘They were served, but payment war 
not accepted. Born appeared to be 
running the show and he asked them 
to sit down. After a little conver- 
sation they went into a room on 
the right of the entrance where there 
was a roulette table,

Mr. Douglas—Did you ever sign 
any book of club rules?

Mr. Douglas—You went there 
the next night? 

Witness—Yes. 

Mr. Douglas—Were you admit.

Witness—No. I was refused ad- 
mittanee. 
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His Worship—Who refused to let 
you int? 
Witness—Hodds. 


In reply to Harper, witness said 
that, by his order, Born gave him 
$8 in exchange for chips. Ho did 
not see Harper handle the wheel. 
Harper appeared to be identifying 
the persons who should be admitted. 


Det. Sub. Insp. Reeves stated that 
‘at 12.45 on the 20th. instant he went 
to the house, He was met at the 
door by Hodds, who barred the en- 
trance. He said: “You, cannot 
come in here, Mr. Reeves; this is 
private.” Witness said “ What 
makes it privatel. What are you 
doimg here?”. He answered: “You 
cannot come in’. Witness 
told him that he was look- 
ing for a fellow and want 
ed to see if he was there. 
Hodds dropped his arm and witness 
went in, In a room on the left there 
was a roulette wheel, and three 
women and nino men were in the 
room. One of the men was the 
Palace Hotel runner. He did not 
know the others. Roulette was go- 
ing on. In the room on the right 
there was a roulette wheel, but no 
one was playing. Witness then left 
the house, 

Mr. Douglas Thi: not the first 
time you have heard of No. 21 
North Honan Road as a gambling 
place? 

His Worship—That is not evi 
dence. 

Mr. Douglas—Yes, it is. 

Witness—I have seen cards in the 
Astor House advertising the place. 

Mr. Douglas—For how long? 

Witness—Two or three weeks. 

Mr Douglas—Have you seen more’ 
than one, and where? 

Witness—I saw one on the desk in 
the Astor House. I have seen others 
in the bar. They were lying on the 
bar sometimes. 

Mr. Douglas—Acting on‘ instrue- 
tions you went to Harper’s room at 
the Palace Hotel to-day ? 

Witness—Yes, 

Mr. Douglas—And you fount 
certain property there? 

Witness—Yes. The bag and also 
a letter file. In the bag which was 
handed to me by the boy there 
was a diamond ring, a pearl and 
diamond ring, eight sovereigns, 858 
Tientsin money, six Hongkong 
dollars, Y. 5, $10 Chinese money,

room, One was a draft in pencil 
and contained the sentence: “ Will 
you please ask Mr. Rull if 
he has fixed everything up 
with the Chapei Police ?”

Witness, continuing, said  that| 
there was aleo an index of jewellery 
in an iron cash-box. On another 
age there was another entry: 
House, Peking. J. Sullivan. One 
second hand roulette wheel, com- 
plete.” On the fly leaf of third 
book was an entry, dated August 
17, “cash in hand left with Hodds 
$1,400.” ‘This book was headed 
“North Honan Road expenses,”” 
and under the heading July 33) 
there was an entry “Mr, Rull $20.” 
Witness identified various letters 
sent from a person in Swatow to 
Harper, and handed in a list of the 
contents of a safe brought from the 
Honan Road premises. There was 
another safe which had not — yet 
been opened. 

Mr. Douglas said he must have 
the second safe opened, as he wish- 
ed to go into details regarding 
some of its contents. 

Witness identified a book found 
in this safe It was marked “1 
North Honan Road. William 
Hodds,” and, on the seventh page, 

‘Wages account.” 

T. Elvins, recalled, stated that in 
pursuance of a warrant he vi

Witness-—He appeared to be check- 
ing the visitors as they,came ip. 

P. C, Schult was also re-called 
and was questioned by his Worship 
as to the dates‘on which he went to 
the house. His first visit, he said, 
was late on the night of Sunday 
the 18th and early on the morning 
of the 19th, He went there again 
almost at the same time next night. 
When he refused him admission the 
second time Hodds gave absolutely 
no reason. 

Harper—You said yesterday that 
you saw me there on tho night of 
the 20th., when the $8 cash was 
paid to you. 

His Worship—He has corrected 
the date, and now says it was the 
18th and 19th. 

Harper—I wish to draw your 
Worship’s attention to that. 

His Worship—Certainly. That 
is what I re-called him for.

Having received the statutory 
caution, Harper said: I reserve my 
defence. 
His Worship—Do you desire 
call any witnesses ?

Hodds—I reserve my defence. I 
would like to have Blackmore sub- 
peenaed. 

His Worship-—Do you wish to call 
him there? 

Hodds—In the other Court will 
do me.

IcKean prosecuted on behalf of the 
Crown, while Mr. Francis Ellis ap- 
peared for the defendant. 

When the charge was read over, 
the defendant said that it was 
Garcia and not Castanada who was 
the lessee. 

His Worship proceeded to ex- 
plain the penalties, ete. which could 
he imposed in the event of her elect- 
ing to be tried summarily or by a 
jury, and he asked how she wished 
to be tried. 

After consultation with his client 
Mr. Ellis‘aid that she was prepared 
that his Worship should take juris- 
diction in this matter and that he 
should deal with the case as it was 
presented by the acting Crown Ad- 
vocate. He wished to point out that 
he had only just been instructed and 
he thought that Mr. Douglas would) 
lace that it might be necessary to 
have a short adjournment until next 
day so that he might go into the 
facts of this case with his client. 

Mr. Douglas said that this was a 
very simple matter. He would prove 
that Mrs. Armstrong was the owner 
of the property, and that gambling 
had been going on there. He would 
also prove that she had been warn- 
by the: police some months pre- 
viously that this was going on, and 
he would ask his Worship to enter, 
‘a conviction. 
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Evidence was then called. 

Herbert Phillips, H. M. Vice 
Consul at Shanghai, said that he 
was at present in charge of the land 
office. He produced one of the re. 
cord books showing that Paoshan lot 
No. 18 was registered inthe name of 
Mary Wilson. The boundaries of 
the property were mentioned, but 
no mention was made of the build- 
ings on it. 

‘At this juncture the > defendant 
stated that lot 161 was also being 
occupied by the lessee. 

His Worship asked if Mr. Ellis 
wished his client to make these state- 
ments now. 

Mr. Ellis said that he did not. 

His Worship remarked that it 
would be better if she made no state 
mente at this stage. 

Det.-Sub.-Insp. Reeves was then 
called and in answer to Mr. Douglas 
said that on Saturday afternoon he 
received a warrant forthe arrest of 
Mrs. Armstrong, otherwise known 
as Mrs. Wilson. 

His Worship—It is Mrs. Arms- 
trong. y 

‘Mr. Donglas--Outside the door is 
the name Wilson, and I believe both 
names are used. 

Proceeding witness said that he 
visited the house 22 North Sz 
chuen Road on Saturday, accompaai- 
ed by Mr. McKean. She was not 
there when they called, but they saw 
the son, and informed him that they 
had come from the Consulate and 
wanted to see his mother. On being 
informed that she was out, — they 
showed their authority and asked 
for certain papers, letters to cer 
tain people, bank books, ete. He 
said that the things were in his 
mother’s rou, and he showed them 
where they were. They took away 
certain papers, giving @ receipt 
them, At 9 a.m, that day he went 
to 92 North Szechuen Road and sa» 
Mrs. Armstrong, informing her that 
he had a warrant for her arrest 
He read this over to her, cautioned 
her, and she made no statement. He 
produced a letter copy buok handed 
him by Mr. Howard Wilson and « 
letter given him by Mrs. Armstrong. 
‘A lease dated June 14, 1909, in the 
name of Mr. Joseph Schubert was 
produeed, this being for three years, 
to June 30, 1912, There was also 
‘a lease dated October 1, 1911, for 
one year with the option of renewal, 
the lessee being Jose Castanada, 
while they had a third one datet 
October 27, 1911, also to Jose Cast- 
anada, but cancelled. 

Mr. Douglas asked whether al No. 
2 North Szechwen Road there were 
not certain boarders. 

Defendant said that there were nw 
boarders, only residents. 

Witness produced a list of the re 
sidents. This had been written out 
by Mr. Howard Wilson, the resid 
ents being Mr. Castanada— 

His Worship—The list speaks for 











| itaelf, you need not read it. 
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‘Cross-examined—He did not know 
anything about the house in North 
Honan Road Extension, nor who 
lived there, Mrs, Armstrong lived in 
the Lyceum Theatre. When _ they 
called at 22 North Ssechuen Road, 
the son gave them all the informa- 
t’ _ they wanted. 

Mr. Phillips was then re-called, 
and gave evidence that Paoshan lot 
161 was also registered in the name 
of Mary Wilson. He produced the 
Municipal Council 1907 plan show- 
ing the Consular lots, and on this 
the two lotsinquestion had Mount 
Pleasant written across them. 

8. H. McKean was called, and 

stated thathe wasa solicitor in the 
employ of the Crown Advocate,and 
from time to time acted as assistant 
to Mr, Wilkinson, He gave evidence 
regarding interviews between the 
defendant and Mr. Wilkinson, when 
she was informed that complaint 
had been made of certain premises, 
No. 24 North Honan Road Exten- 
sion being used for the purposes of 
gambling and that she was the re- 
gistered owner of the premises. She’ 
was told or warned that she must 
terminate the tenancy of the pre- 
mises as soon as possible, or at any’ 
rate do her best to do so. Bho pro- 
duced the lease of the pramises and 
it had been in the possession of the 
Crown Advocate ever since, save for 
the time it was lent to the Muni- 
cipal Police. The lease was dated 
October 27, 1911, and the lessee was 
Carlos Garcia, and it was witnessed 
by Jose Castanada. It was for one 
year, renewable for a further year 
‘on the eame terms on giving thirty 
days’ notice in writing. On the third 
page there was a clause that the 
house might be sub-let provided Mra. 
Wilson gave a written permit, and 
thie was signed by Castanada, and 
not by Garcia. Witness also pro- 
duced a certain number of papers 
and letters which had been handed 
to the Crown Advocate, and identi- 
fied a copy of the “Munici 
Gazette” of August 11, stating that 
gambling was going on at Mount 
Pleasant, 

Cross-examined—He believed that

versation with Mr. Wilkineon was 
friendly enough in character. Wit- 
ness thought Mrs, Armstrong some- 
what perturbed. Mr. Wilkinson ask- 
ed witness's opinion as to what 
steps could be taken to have the 
lease terminated, and he expressed 
the opinion that the lease could be 
terminated if suffictent nressure 
were brought to bear.

The letter also re- 
ouented the Land Office that no 
transfer of the property be allowed. 
George Wilson Gilbert, detective 
in the Municipal Police, said that 
in March he had instructions with 
regard to the house No. % North 
Honan Road Extension, .and on one 
cecasion went there at midnight in 
company with Det. Robertson. They 
drove up in a carriage, the gate was 
opened as they arrived, and they 
were received by Castanada on the 
steps. He recognized Castanada 
from a photograph in the identifica- 
tion department. They were led into 
a room and in another room was a 
roulette table around which were 
five persons. Two of these were 
playing. Witness and Det. Robert- 
son staked 5 each, receiving ten 
chips representing fifty. cents ‘each, 
and this money they lost. Before 
leaving they each had a drink, for 
which they did not pay. On July 5 
he went again with P. C. Quayle, 
and on this occasion went straight 
‘into the room where the roulette 
wheel was. There were several peo- 
ple in the room, two American na- 
val officers, two women, nine civi- 
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fians Castanada, the croupier, two 
assistants and several boys. Quayle 
staked $10 and witness $5, and they 
lost all. They had a drink, for which 
they did not pay. They ‘were not 
asked to become members of any 
club.

John Emil Johnston, acting Chief 
Detective-Inspector, said that at 
1.30 a.m, on July 98 he visited the 
house with Det.-Const. Rye. On 
their arrival the iron gate was open- 
ed by two Sikh watchmen, and they 
went straigh@ in. On the ground 
floor a little to the right of the en- 
trance was the roulette wheel, and 
five or six men and three women 
were playing. Outside the room he 
saw Castanada. He knew him by 
sight, and as Acting Chief Detective 
Inspector knew him by repute. They 
were asked no questions. Prior to 
this case Castanada’s name had 
come before the public in connexion 
with gambling at the Jessfield Inn. 
Do you suggest that

‘This closed the case for the prose- 
cution, and Mr. Douglas remarked 
that it was clear from his learned 
friend’s cross-examination that he 
would take the position that hie 
client was admittedly owner of the 
property but was an innocent per- 
son, not knowing what was going on. 
Counsel pointed out that that was 
the attitude she had taken up in 
March, and here they were in Au- 
gust and it was still going on. 
There was no record of any pro- 
ceedings in any Consulate. It she 
were an innocent person she would 
have to show it, and it might be a 
case for security being given. 
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His Worship said that he had 
now come to the stage when he 
Would frame a charge. He thought 
it was quite clear that this place 
was used asa gaming place, and 
probably was still being so’ used, 
and it was quite clear that Mra, 
Armstrong was the owner. 

Mr. Ellis remarked that there was 
only one thing that occurred to him. 
He proposed to call the defendant

COURT.

U. 8. », J. Allison, W. Timmerman, 
and E. Stanley. 

J. Allison, W. Timmerman, and 
E. Stanley, all described as un- 
employed entertainers, were again 
before the Court, charged with being 
‘concerned together in feloniously 
robbing Kyi Dzung-tsung of 850 on 
Bubbling Well Road ut 1.50 am. on 
the 10th instant. They were further 
charged with robbing Loh Chien 
of $4.00 on Boone Road about 
2.15 a.m. on the 17th inetant; and 
with being concerned together in 
robbing Loo Ts-nan on Quinsan 
Road at about 2.20 am. on the 17th 
instant. E. Stanley was further 
charged with feloniously stealing a 
cotton gown, value $2, from the 
Savoy Hotel, 21 Broadway, about 2 
a.m. on the 17th instant. The three 
accused were further charged with 
‘being concerned together in felon- 
iously robbing Zang Yung-ung of 
the sum of $12, and 2 Panama hat, 
total value $28.91, on Bubbling Well 
Road at 12.20 am. on the 9th ins- 

tant. 

Mr. C. G. Kirk appeared for the 
prosecution, and Det.-Sub. Insp. 
‘Reeves for the police. 

In reply to his Honour Mr. Kirk 
said that he had no argument to 
make. 

L. Crowell, acting Deputy Marshal 
of the Court, was sworn, and gave 
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evidence of serving the warrant on]

CONSULAR COURT. 


Shanghai, Aug. 26. 
Refore the Hox. von Zepretix, 
Consul-General. 
A Gambling Prosecution. 
J, P. Born was charged with as- 


sisting in conducting the business of 
a certain house in North Honan 





Road Extension, which house was 
used for the purposes of unlawful 
gambling. 

He was also charged with 
knowingly living wholly or in part 
‘on the earnings of the prostitution 
of «certain Polish woman, 

Mr. Kirk, Police Legal Adviser, 
and Messra. Rye and ScRult of 
the Shanghai Municipal Police ap- 
peared in connexion the pro- 
secution, Accused had been arrested 
on Saturday on a Consular warrant. 

‘The charge having been read over’ 
to accused, Detectives Kye and Schult 
proceeded to give evidence. Accused 
admitted acting as bar-tender to the 
said gambling establishment, but 
denied having had anything to do 
with the actual gambling. 

‘The second charge he also denied, 
but admitted being the friend of 
the woman referred to. 

Prisoner was remanded until 3 
p.m, for the hearing of the evidence 
of another police official, who, how- 
ever, was unable to be present, be- 
ing engaged in tho British Court. 
Born was remanded until 10 a.m. 
next day, bail being allowed to 
amount of $1,000, which the accused, 
however, stated he was unable to| 
find, He was thereupon ordered to 
be detained in custody. 

Shanghai, Aug. $7. 

The hearing was resumed at 10 
a.m, when Det. Sub. Insp. Reeves 
produced certain books proving that’ 
Born was in the pay of the owners 
of the gambling house. A_ letter 
from accused waa also produced 
from which it appeared according 
to accused’s statement that he was 
in the habit of collecting chits sign- 
ed by visitors to the gambling _es- 
tablishment in Honan Road. The 
accused was then formally commit- 
ted to take his trial before her 
Majesty’s Consular Court, on Wed- 
nesday, September 4, 1912, at 2 p.m. 
‘The Court then rose.

The Powers of the Court. 

A highly interesting point regard- 
irg the powers of the Court in relat. 
ion to the Municipal By-laws came 
up for discusssion when judgement 
was delivered in the case of a man 
who was charged with the infringe- 
ment of one of the regulations. The 
defendant, Tsang-kiu-kong was char- 
ged as manager of the Shanghai 
‘Trading Co., No. 13 Nanking Road, 
with having during the months of 
May, June and July, 1912, kept a 
place, namely, 13 Nanking Road, for 
the sale of fire-arms without having 
obtained alicence fromthe Munici- 
pal Council, contrary to By-law 34. 

Mr. C. G. Kirk prosecuted, and 
the defendant was represented by 
Mr. J. C. E. Douglas. The evidence 
had been heard previously, and con- 
sisted principally in the statement of 
Mr. Hartig and various documents 
lating to the sale and purchase of 
arms. 

‘The Assessor announced that the 
judgement of the Court was that the 
defendant pay a fine of Tis. 500. 

‘The Assessor pointed out that ac- 
cording to the regulations when a 
man applied for a licence he had to 
deposit Tis. 260, If he did anything 
against the rules of the licence the 
whole amount could be confiscated 


by the Council. 

~ Do If the Court will re- 
for to the By-law it will find that the | 
maximum is 8100. You cannot fine 
him more than that. 

The Asscesor—Do you mean to sy, 
Mr. Douglas, that the fine shall not 
exceed $100, that this By-law is 
binding on the decision of the Mixed 
Court? Is the Mixed Court under 
the By-laws of the Council ? 

Mr. Douglas-—He is charged under 
this By-law for breach of a Muni- 
ipal Regulation, trading in arms 
without a licence. You must  con- 
fine yourself to the By-laws. 

The Assessor—I want to know if 

























that is binding. 

Mr. Douglas—It might be possible 
to find some law under the Ching 
dynasty, but in this case the police 
have charged him under the By-law, 
and the only penalty is provided 
under that By-law. 

‘The Assessor—What is your opin- 
ion, Mr. Kirk? 

Mr. Kirk—I quite agree with Mr. 
Douglas. It is rather a funny thing 
to agree with counsel for the defence, 
but the man is charged under By- 
law 34, which provides for a certain 
penalty. If you ask me, I do not 
see how you can exceed it. . 

The Assessor—You say this By- 
law is binding on the decision of the 
Mixed Court. 

Mr. Douglas—It has been agreed 
to by the Chinese Government, and 
these By-laws are binding on Chi- 
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nese subjects who are brought herr 
Seeing that the Chinese Govern 
m nt has agreed to a body of lax, 
I would be prepared to argue tha: 
no other body of law is applicable. 

‘The Assessor—But the Mixed Court 
is now under the control of the Con 
sular Body. 

Mr. Douglas—This is only a specia! 
tribunal to govern the peace and 
good order of the Settlement. 

‘The Assessor—Then it is cheaper 
to trade in arms without a licence. 

Mr. Douglas—No, there 
tinuing clause. If we continue we 
can be fined 895 a day. 

After further argument, the As 
sessor announced that the fine would 
be one of $100. 

‘The French Concession Burglaries. 

Four men were before the Court 
charged in connexion with the bur- 
glaries in the extension of the French 
Concession, the chaiges being in ro 
gard to the houses of Messrs. Sch 
neider and Meyer, Dr. Findley Mr. 
Maitland and Mr. Esaki. Two of the 
men had already been sentenced to 
ten years’ imprisonment by the 
French Mixed Court. 

‘Two were sentenced to four years’ 
imprisonment each, one to threr 
years and one to one month.
